Dr. Meyer Describes Bodies. 

Dr. Meyer became disgusted tonight with 
the stories about the condition of the four 
bodies taken from the ruins of the burned 
house, and, with the object of quenching the 
,-misapprehensions arising from wild reports, 

made public the description of the bodies 
prepared by himself after repeated and care- 
ful examinations. It is the report thet will 
go to the coroner, and is as follows: 

“1. Adult (supposed to be Mrs. Gunness), 
head missing, neck burned and charred to 
seventh cervical vertebra, left arm burned off 
to upper third, right arm burned off at shoul- 
der and found separate and badly burned; 
piece of hand remaining was so badly burned 
that to detect evidences of “ manicuring ” 
was out of the question; right leg off at knee 
and missing, left foot burned off at ankle and 
missing, al} flesh gone below knee on left 
leg; right side of chest and abdomen burned 
deeply and bones showing; fat on abdomen 
two inches thick; stomach empty (stomachs 
of other bodies also empty); back of chest 
burned away as far as hips (Dr. Meyer said 
this proves conclusively that the body was 
lying on some burning material and not on 
the bare floor of cellar); the front of the 
woman and front of the boy, who was 
clasped in the woman’s arms, were not 
burned Mke the backs, because the boy was 
lying face downward on the breast of the 
woman; back part of legs of woman were 
burned worse than the front. 

Other Victims Described. 

“¢ Boy (description of Philip's body in de- 
tail)—Legs burned off at knee and missing; 
frontal bone burned through; posterior three- 
fourths being intact; no fracture or pene- 
trating wounds of skull; worst burns in back; 
spinal column exposed all the way down and 
bones burned; both arms were burned off at 
the shoulders and missing. 

“8 Girl (description of Myrtle’s body in 
éetail)—Lower jaw burned across; right arm 
burned off at shoulder and left, arm at wrist, 
both — part of intestines and stomach 
consumed 

* 4. Girl (description of Lucy's body in de- 
tail)—Mostly burned in front; frontal bone 
burned through and separated from body; 
bones separated from flesh at touch; both 
feet off at ankle and right arm at shoulder, 
both missing: remnants of skull show no 
signe of fracture.”’ ' 7

Joshua Dorner, a farmer living within sight 
of the Gunness farm, yesterday made a depo- 
sition before Coroner Mack.

He had a splendid watch fob of woven gold 
about an inch in width. Dorner said he re- 
gembled the pictures of Andrew K. Helge- 
lein which were shown to him by the latter’s 
brother, Asle. 

The farmer aleo stated that he found a 
resemblance to the stranger when he viewed 
the body of Helgelein, particularly in respect 
to the width of the feature of the eyes.

TELLS OF . GIRL. VANISHING. 


Emil Greening, Former Sweetheart of 
Jennie Olsen, Now Living in Okla- 
® homa, Tells of Gunness Crimes. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., May 9.—An im 
portant chapter in the Laporte murder story 
developed here today when Emil Greening, 
a carpenter, and his brother Fred, a painter, 
both of whom worked last summer on the 
Gunness farm, gave circumetantial details 
of the mysterious visits of a dozen men to the 


mysterious disappearance. 

The Greenings live in Oklahoma City, hav- 
ing come here recently from the east. Jen- 
nie Olsen, 17 years of age, the adopted daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Gunness, was Emil Greening’s 
sweetheart. She is among the missing and 
today Emil, eving because he could not 
hear of her, gave it as his belief that the girl 
had been murdered. 

“Jennie told me a good deal about herself 

when. we were alone,”’ said Emil Greening. 
“Then her mother decided to send her away 
to California with a professor, Who was 
reported to have come after her, but whom 
I never saw. Jennie came to me and de- 
clared that she would never go. 
* “Tn the morning I did not see Jennie, and 
her mother told me that she had been awake 
almost all night and that she was still asleep 
and did not want to be distu : 

“I was sent on an errand late he after- 
noon, and when I got back I was itold that 
Jennie had gone. 


_None Saw Git] Leave Farm. . 

“I wrote to her, but I gave the two letters 
to Mra. Gunness. I never received any an- 
ewer, and finally I got so tired working 
around the place without seeing Jennie that 
I left. I don’t believe there ever was a pro- 
fessor, for I slept in .the room next to Jen- 
nie’s and I didn’t hear any man’s voice. 

**Mre. Gunness later told me that Jennie 
had left at 4 o’clock that game morning, 
but.no one saw her leave and no one about 
the place ever saw the professor. 

* All the day following the disappearance 
Mrs. Gunness was nervous. 

“ Mra. Gunness received men visitors all the 
_time. A Gifferent man came nearly every 
week and they always staid at the house. 
She introduced them as her cousins and they 
came from Kansas, South Dakota, Wiscon- 
sin, and many from Chicago. Several were 
never seen to leave the place. 

** Most of the men that came broughs their 
trunks with them, but they rarely took the 
trunks away... We never knew when to 
expect these fellows, but they almost always 
-had money. Mrs. Gunness was always care- 
ful to make the children stay away from her 
‘cousins,’ who rerely tried to show them 
any affection. 


Never Heard Visitors at Night. 

“After Jennie left, the visitors were sup- 
posed to occupy her room, which was next 
to mine, but I was never able to hear them 
at night. 

“I never knew of Mrs. Gunness bestow- 
ing her affections upon any of her hired hands 
except Ray Lamphere. So many men came 
and I saw so little of them that I can’t re- 
member many of them, byt. I distinctly re- 
member Mr. Moo, who came from Chicago 
the day before Christmas, 1006. He was 
with Mrs. Gunness almost constantly. 

*“When he left his trunks staid behind 

and no one saw him go. It was several days 
before Mrs. Gunness admitted that he was 
gone. . 
“Shortly afterwards Mrs. Gunness sent 
me to Michigan City to get a horse that she 
said Moo had promised to give her. I took 
a day tomakethetrip. WhenI got to Michi- 
gan City something was wrong and I was told 
to come back for the horsetater, but when 
I returned tothe farm another “ cousin,” 
who wasthere when I left, was gone. 

“In about two weeks I was again sent 
to Michigan City and sti’ there was no horse, 
but when I got back Another cousin was 
missing, and no one around the place had 
seen him leave. 

“* Moo’s trunk was in the Gunness home on 
July 11, 1907, 
wasn’t the only one. There were about fif- 
teen other trunks and one room was packed 
full of all kinds of men’s clothing. Mrs. 
Gunness said that the cousins had left thejr 
clothes and that she was not certain that 
they would be back for them. 

“In the light of what has happened re- 
cently I can see that many bloody and mys- 
terious things were dene right under my 
nose.”’ 


“ONE ESCAPES WOMAN’S TRAP. 

Janesville, Wis., May 9.—[{Special.]—It be- 
came known here today that Mrs. Bella Gun- 
ness, soon after the death of her first hus- 
band, Mads Sorensen, attempted to induce 
Peter Frederickson, a Janesville man, to sell 
his home: here, increase his life insurance, 
and marry her. 

Frederickson answered a matrimonial ad- 
vertisement and the woman came here to in- 
vestigate his financial status. She hunted up 
local officials of the Modern Woodmen, found 
that Frederickson hadi $1,000 life insurance, 
and satisfied herself that his home here, val- 
ued at $1,500, was free of incumbrance. 

Then she told him that Janesville was too 
small a place for them and urged him to move 
to Chicago. He consented to this plan, but 
Mrs. Gunness, the mother*of Peter 8S. Gun- 
ness, who afterwards married the woman 
and met his death in her home, cautioned 
Frederickson not to marry “ that woman." 

Frederickson. demurred and arranged to 
give a wedding supper, but his friends de- 
clined to be present, and he refused finally to 
wed the woman now accused of a dozen mur- 
ders. Frederickson later married in Janes- 
ville and died a year ago. 

Gunness’ Daughter Talks. 

Swanhilda Gunness, one of the few mem- 
bers of the Gunness woman's household 
who lived on the farm near Laporte and got 
away alive, tells the story of her experiences 
there, and says that she was always afraid 
of both Mrs. Gunness and Jennie Olsen. 
Swanhilda, who is now 13 years old, lives with 
Elias Simmonson, four miles from Edger- 
ton. 

“When my papa married that woman,’ 
she said, “he took us déwn there to i 
with her on a farm. She treated me ali 
right when papa was around, but all of us 
were afraid of her, even Myrtle and Lucy, 
her own two little girls, and Jénnie Olsen was, 
too.

The man, the waitress said, took one look 
at the paper, threw it on the floor, and he 
and the woman hurriedly left before they'd 
taken more than a bite of steak and a sip of 
coffee. She wanted to, know if there was 
anything wrong with the food and the man 
told her no, that he wasn’t feeling wel!. 
The waitress’ attention was attracted by this 
queer action and then she compared the 
woman with the picture and the description 
and found there was a great resemblance. 
Several other employ és noticed the resem- 
blance. 


Sees Mrs. Gunness on Car. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler received a com- 
munication stating that an undertaker of 
this city, named Hall or Ball, and a personal 
friend of Sheriff Smutzer of Laporte county, 
aad ridden with a woman who either was 
Mrs. Gunness or looked enough like her to be 
her twin sister, on a Cottage Grove avenue 
ear Friday night.

Declaring that Mrs. Bella Gunness never 
hadj any children of her own, but that the 
two who were buried at Forest Hill and the 
three that Were burned in the Laporte house 
were adopted, Mrs. John Olsen related a re- 


markable story of her escape from the. 


clutches of the woman. 

Mrs. Olsen, who lives at 628 North Camp- 
bell avenue, was sought out by Bertha Lar- 
son, niece of Mrs. Gunness, who believed 
that her story would throw creditable light 
on the character of her kinswoman. For- 
merly Mrs. Olsen was Emma Anderson, and 
she was the first child taken by Mrs. Gun- 
ness for a money consideration. 

*“*I believe that Mrs. Gunnesse still is alive 
and if not in Norway is on her way to that 
country,’ said Mrs. Olson. ‘I was lucky 
to escape her when I did. I was 8 years old 
when I “went to live with her, twenty-one 
years ago. At that time her “dwelling was 
on the west side, opposite the Armour school. 
My mother was not able to take care of me, 
and as Mrs. Gunhgss, then Mrs. Sorensen, 
had no children, arrangements were made 
for me to make my home with her. 

“Of all the children that Mrs. Sorensen 
hed with her, and no one can tell how many 
they were, she never had a child of her own.

Many Disguised Advances. 


One of the favorite methods of advancing 
rates is through a “ disguise "’ by advancing 
rates through changing freight, classifica- 
tions. On Jan. 1. 1901, the railroads fm the 
territory known as the official classification 
territory, east of the Mississippi and north 
of the Ohio rivers, issued a new classification 
in which 824 changes wére made, of which 
818 produced an advance and six a reduction 
in the rate. The average advance on the 
818 articles was 36.5 per cent. On March 10, 
1901, the old rates on certain articles were 
restored, the effect of which was to lower the 
average advance to 2.2 per cent. 

On Feb. 1, June 1, and Nov. 10, 1900, the 
railroads in the territory known as southern 
classification territary, south of the Ohioand 
Potomac rivers, and. east of the Mississippi, 
issued new classifications, in which 
changes were made, of which 531 worked an 
advance and 105 a.reduction. The average 
advance on 531 articles was 80 per cent 
and the average reduction on 105 articles was 
26 per cent. 

On Jan. 25, 1900, the railroads in.the terri- 
tory known as western classification territory, 
west of Chicago, St. Louis, and the Mississippi 
river to the gulf, 257 changes were made, of 
which 240 were advanced and seventeen re- 
duced. Taking the rate from Chicago to the 
Missouri river as a basis, the average ad- 

ice,on 240 articles Was 47.4 per cent and the 
average reduction on seventeen articles was 
81.7 per cent. 

These advances in merchandise rates 
through advances in classification in 1900 
were investigated by the interstate commerce 
commission and drew forth the finding and 
opinion that “the three classifications em- 
brace the whole United States, and the car- 
riers have by concerted action advanced their 
rates upon a large number of the merchan- 
dises carried under class rates an average of 
one-fourth. If this can be done with respect 
to that portion of railway traffic, it can be 
done with respect to all of f#, and if rates can 
be advanced 25 per cent, they van be still 
further advanced by the same method.” 


Advance in Good Times and Bad. 


In concluding its presentation of facts the 
argument of the Chicago Asociation of Com- 
merce is set forth as follows: : 

“There was little or no consideration ds 
to whether these articles ought to have been 


advanceé or reduced in comparison with ® 


other articles of the same class. The goed 
question was whether they could stand 
advance. The railway witnesses all a 
in this, that the moving and only purpose in 
the greater part of these changes was to 
obtain more revenue by advancing rates. 

“There seemed to be a general feeling 
among railway representatives that railways 
ought to share in the general prosperity, and 
this was admitted by some of the business 
shippers. Manifestly, however, that propo- 
sition télls both ways. 

“It is now propose4, instead of working 
an advance by an increase in the classifica- 
tion, to work an advance in the rates them- 
selves of approximately 12 per cent. The 
previous advance was worked on the theory 
that business had materially improved and 
the railways were entitled to their propor- 
tion ofthe prosperity. The present proposed 
advarice is upon the advice that business hag 

materially fallen off and the railroads must 
increase their rates to keep their earnings 
up to the basis of the prosperous years. In 
other words, it would appear as if the policy 
of the carriers was to advance their rate¢ 
when business was good and still further 
advance them when business was bad, in 
order that they may continue on ay increas.

Miss Myrtle Elvyn Plays Before 
Catholic Music Instructors. 


APPLAUSE TIMID AT FIRST. 


Sisters Gain Confidence, However, and 
Become Enthusiastic at End. 


Miss Myrtle Elvyn, the young American 
pianiste, piayed to an unusual audience yes- 
terday. Four hundred nuns, musical instruct- 
ors in various convents ahd parochial schools 
of Chicago, had been invited to hear Miss 
Elvyn at a special recital at Kimball hall in 
the morning, and for two hours the artist, in 
@ summery gown of lilac silk, played for the 
sisters, who filled the little hall almost to 
overfiowing. 

Undemonstrative, but appreciative as few 
audiences are, the nuns paid the performer 
the compliment of eager attention, some fol- 
lowing the program with scores, which they 
studied as the various works were performed, 
and at the end there was an enthusiastic en- 
core, Miss Elvyn responding with a delight- 
ed smile. 

“It was beautiful!” she said afterwards. 
“T wish I could always have such audiences.” 

There was no special adaptation of the pro- 
gram to the atmosphere of the convent, And, 
indeed, there was mp need, for it was a gath- 
ering of music lovers, and their interest was 
unmistakable. 

Program Is Varied. 

First {t was the Chopin sonata in B flat 
minor, now. haunting with melody and now 
terrible with crashing chords, played with an 
attack that many a man mightenvy. Then 
there was a rollicking *“ Tambourin” by 
Rameau and the frivolous Mendelssohn 
“Spinning Song,’ and at the end, as the 
final encore, a brilliant scherzo that left 
strange ringings in the ears of the nuns. 

When Miss Elvyn first appeared at the rear 
of the platform there was an uncertain mo- 
ment. They don't applaud much in convents. 
But the girl with the bright eyes smiled, some 
one at the back of the hall started hand 
tlapping, and the nuns, stealing glances at 
each other, joined in timidly. 

After the Chopin sonata there was more 
applause, and then Miss Elvyn played the 
one purely religious number of the program, 
an “Angelus” pastorale by Corelli, a seven- 
teenth century composer. This brought the 
meditative look back to the sisters’ faces, but 
it was dispelled in a moment by the romping’ 
“Tambourin ”’ and a lively. Schumann toc- 
cata which followed it. . 

Applause Becomes Generous. 

As the program progressed the nuns gained 
confidence and the applause became more and 
more generous. The Mendelssohn dueto and 
* Spinning Song ’’ were followed by the most 
intricate number, musically, on the program 
+ —the Scriabine etude in Dsharp minor. This 
was received enthusiastically. Then came 
two Lisst numbers, the twilight harmonies 
from “ Transcendental* Etudes’ and the 
Twelfth Rhapsodie, and the final encore. 

Miss Elvyn has played twice before for sim- 
ilar audiences, once in Peoria, where the sug- 
gestion came from the musical faculty of a 
Catholic school, and once in Kansas City.

RISK IN DESCENDING HILL. 


Riverside Resident Tells How Whisky 
Was Poured Into Water. 


Encouraged by the bright and rare offering 
ef the capricious weather map, 138 men and 
women of the Saturday Afternoon Walking 
club spent the biggest part of yesterday 
afternoon strolilng and wading along the 
shady and soggy banks of the Desplaines 
river and Salt creek around Riverside. 

Everybody enjoyed the recreation, which 
was the fourth this season, and came home 
with Insatiable appetites. The distance cov- 
ered was about six miles. , 

The strollérs left the Union station at 1:30 
o’ciock and arrived in Riverside at 1:52. After 
a six minute confab between the leaders, 
Graham R. Taylor and Walter Griffin, the 
enthusiasts proceeded to get in touch with 
nature. When the quéer army marched 
through the streets of the village the deni- 
zens, convinced thet some new form of the 
*‘unemployed ’’ had invaded their peaceable 
community, dropped their shopping and busi-— 
ness to “rubber ’”’ and protect their town if 
necessary. 


Life Risked to See Springs. 

As the march continued the ranks of the 
walkers were augmented by eight or ten of 
the Riverside people, including William A.

Mr. Lennard led the strollers down a steep 
hill to Bourbon Springs, on the brink of the 
Desplaines.

They 
were so delighted with his magic that they 
turned the rest of the neighborhood over to

With 1,150 Population, One Chi- 
cago Precinct Has 81 Children. 


IN A FASHIONABLE DISTRICT 


School Census Enumerators Expect to 
Finish Work Soon After June 1. 


Chicago's prize “race suicide” precinct 
has been discovered. Just what precinct 
it is has not been announced, but it is in the 
Sixth ward, in the heart of the more fashion- 
able district of the south side. 

In a chance eZamination of figures sub- 
mitted by enumerators who are taking the 
school census, Assistant Census Superintend- 
ent Isgrigg found yesterday that in a Sixth 
ward precinct, with a population of 1,150, 
there are only thirty-one persons under 16 
years of age. It was agreed at the board 
rooms that no other precinct in the city can 
compare with this record

Work Progressing Rapidly. 

The work of taking the census is proceed- 
ing rapidly. The enumerators make returns 
daily to ward supervisors and the figures 
as each précinct is completed are sent to 
the censum superintendent’s office in the 
board rooms. Some ludicrous difficulties have 
been reported by enumerators, particularly in 
the foreign quarters of the city, but in gen- 
eral the enumeration is being made with 
surprising smoothness. It is probable the 
work will be completed soon after June 1. 

Between 6,000 and 7,000 boys and giris 
between the ages of 14 and 16 are looking for 
employment in Chicago, according te W. L. 
Bodine, superintendent of compulsory edu- 
cation, who has made a special report on the 
matter to Presfdent Schneider of the board 
ef education. 

‘‘T have talked with many principals about 
giving children haif day sessions to permit 
them tp look for work,” said Mr. Bodine, 
** and they all indorse the plan.” 


Plans for Vacation Schools. 


John D. Shoop, superintendent of the Chi- 
cago vacation schools, announced in the 
morning that all vacation school principals 
bave been: selected, and that preparations for 
opening ten schools: are practically com- 
plete. 

It has been found that In certain directions 
there must be retrenchment in the manage- 
ment of the classes: The increase in the 
school board’s appropriation, which Is $15.,- 
000 this year—§4,500 more than last year— 
has been more than met by a falling off in 
the contributions from woman’s clubs, indi- 
viduals, and business firms, which usually 
form a large item in the schools’ budget. 
The. funds from thes¢.sources have amounted 
to only about $3,500, as against $8,268 for last 

ear.

overtime, and Secretary Loeb fears that he 
will ultimately be driven: to the necessity of

Social Side of the Conference. 

But the social possibilities of such an em!- 
nent gathering is not to be-neglected.. On 
May 12 President Roosevelt will entertain at 
dinner for the cabinet, the members of the 
Supreme court, the governors, and the other 
more @istinguished guests. Guifford Pin- 
chot, chief of the forestry division, will give 
a reception to the governors and the Inland 
Waterways association on May 14. On the 
afternoon of May 15 Mrs. Roosevelt will give 
a garden party on the White house grounds 
for all the delegates to the convention. At 
the various hotels in Washington arrange- 
ments have been made for saceame ae receptions 
and dinners. : 

All. of the sixteen governors who accompa- 
nied President Roosevelt on his Mississippi 
river trip last fall will be present. They are 
Comer of Alabama, Broward of Florida, De 
neen of Illinois, Cummins of Iowa, Hock of 
Kansas. Banchard of Louisiana, Folk of Mis- 
sourt, Shelton of Nebraska, of New 
Mexico, Burke of North Dakota, Francs of 
Oklahoma, Chamberiain of Oregon, David- 
son of Wisconsin, Brooks of Wyoming, and 
Noel of Missiseippi. 

That the conference is attracting world- 
wide interest is evidenced by the fact that 
many of the foreign diplomats at Washing- 
ton intend to follow the affaires of the conven- 
tion closely. 

Those who are in close touch with the con- 
ference arrangement declare they have never 
known another movement which has been 
greeted with such quick action and enthu- 
siastic popular approval. 


Wants to Go. 


An indication of public opinion is afforded 
by the great-mass of correspondence which 


providing a circular letter which can be 
mailed to.all persons and organizations mak- 
ing application. Information is constantly 
received, too, that tourists from all parts of 
the country are planning to be in Washing- 
ton at the time of the conference in the hope 
that they may attend at least a part of the 
proceedings. Because of the Hmited capac- 
ity of the east room all such organizations 
and individuals are necessarily meeting with 
disappointment. None can be admitted ex- 
cept those provided for in the invitation list 
and the press. 

That conservation of national resources is 
nothing about which the political parties 
wish to raige an issue is indicated by the at- 
titude of the democratic leaders. Both W'Ill- 
fam J. Bryan and Gov. John A. Johnson, 
leading candidates for the democratic presi- 
dential nomination, have written to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expressing their approval. 
Equally emphatic indorsement. it is undér- 
stood, has been voiced by Grover Cleveland. 
Mr. Bryan’s letter to the president reads: 
‘I greatly appreciate your kind invitation 
and shall take pleasure in attendingsthe con- 
ference on. the conservation of natural re- 
sources. I am, I beg to assure you, In hearty 
> sympathy with the purpose of the confér- 
“ence, and I have no doubt that the discussion 
of the subject will be helpful.to us all.”’ 

Gov. Johnson's letter reads: “To assure 
you that I heartily agree with your conclu- 
sion that the conservation of the natural re- 
sources of our country present a problem de- 
manding the best thought of our times is su- 
perfiluous. .We have been exploiting our re-

Had an Attack of Grip. 

About thrée weeks ago Mr. Williams went 
to the home of Dr. William A. Stowell in 
West Seventy-third street to be treated for 
a severe attack of grip. 

At the home of Mrs. Arnold all prepara- 
tions for the wedding had been made. Mrs. 
Arnold, her daughter and son left shortly 
before 1 o'clock and went over to the cathe- 
dral. There they were joined by the guests 
and a-Mr. Graham, who was to have been 
Wililams’ best man. 


Body Found, Wedding Off. 

When 1 o'clock came and Williams had not 
arrived, Graham calied Dr. Stowell’s house 
on the telephone. A maid who answered 
the phone told Graham that Williams was 
out. Graham was insistent and the maid 
went to Williams’ room. Opening the door, 
she found Williams bying across the bed, with 
a revolver on the floor at the side of the bed. 
She informed Graham that there had been 
an accident. Graham informed the guests 
the wedding would have to be delayed, that 
Mr. Williams had been accidentally hurt. 
Then he sent Miss Arnold an@her mother to 
their home. 

When Mr. Graham arrived and learned 
what had happened, he sent for Miss Arnold 
and her brother, who hurried to Dr. Stowell’s. 
Miss Arnold was prostrated.

MUCK RAKER STILL NEEDED 
DR. SCHANFARBER DECLARES. 


Rabbi Takes Exception to Banker For- 
gan’s Criticism of the Attitude of 
Clergymen Toward Wealth. 


“Tpe muck raker is still needed in the 
land. Society can never attain to the hign 
ideal destined for it in the economy of God 
if we refuse to.lay bare the wrongs that 
Still fester uncontrolled in the body politic.” 

So Rabbi Tobias Schanfarber declared yes- 
terday in his sermon In Kehilath Anshe May- 
riv temple. His remarks were in answer to 
an attack on ministers as allies of muck 
rakers, which was voiced by President 
David R. Forgan of the National City bank 
of Chicago at a meeting last Sunday even- 
ing. 

** The charge was made that the churchhad 
come to look upon the accumulation of al! 
wealth as ‘ vicious and predatory,’ ’’ he said. 
“When Mr. Forgan makes thie charge he is 
indulging ,in one of those sweeping con- 
dGemnations against which he himself lifts his 
voice. This is a new charge against the 
church. Hitherto the clergy have been ac- 
cused of siding with the rich to the neglect 
of the poor. 

‘The religious forces are neither in favor 
of nor opposed to the rich or the poor. They 
are eager for a higher humanity and it wiil 
te a sorry day for the ministry as well as 
humanity when it refuses to attack the rich 
when they deserve to be attacked, or to call 
the poor to accotint when they have been 
derelict in their duty.) All social and politi- 
cal questions are ethical questions and the 
voice of the church should ring out in ny 
uncertain terms when wealth rune riot with 
dishonesty or when the employed forget 
themselves and lose themiselves in dema- 


gogy.”’ 


FOUR SOLDIERS ARRESTED 
~ FOR BEATING A POLICEMAN. 


Artillerymen from Fort Sheridan Be- 
come Noisy in Waukegan—Locked Up 
Finally on Charge of Deadly Assault. 


Four soldiers of Battery F’, Fourth United 
States artillery, stationed at Fort Sberi- 
dan, were arrested at Waukegan early yes- 
terday morning on the charge of making a 
murderous assault on Policeman Benjamin 
Neeley. 

The soldiers were noisy and disorderly in 
the streets of Waukegan shortly after mid- 
night and when Neeley ordered them ‘to 
cease their boisterous conduct one of them 
struck him on the head with a stone.

POLRS DEDICATE HUGESCHOOL 


Vice President Fairbanks Guest 
of St. Stanislaus Parish. 


PARADE AND DINNER TODAY. 


Archbishop Quigley and Many Church 


 Dirnitaries Will Be Present. 


_The largest Catholic parochial school in the 
United States, if not in the world, will be 
dedicated in St. Stanisidug Polish Roman 
Catholic parish today. 

Vice President Charlies Warten Fairbanks 
will be the guest of honor at the dedication, 
which will be made the occasion for the 
largest religious and national demonstration 
of Polish Americane ever held in this country, 
it is said. Vice President Fairbanks later 
will be the principal speaker at a banquet 
commemorating the dedication. 

It will be the first time outside of cam- 
paign season that a vice president of the 
United States will break bread and be en- 
tertained among American citizens of Polish 
extraction. He was invited by the Rev. 
Francig Gordon, C. R., pastor of the church, 
to whose untiring efforts in the last few years 
is due the credit for the great growth of the 
parish, which now numbers nearly 45,000 
communicants. Father Gordon, in extending 
the invitation to Mr. Fairbanks, not only rep- 
resented St. Stariislaus parish, but aleo of- 
fered the hospitality of the Resurrectionists 
Congregation of Priests, of which he is the 
provincial. ° 


Parade, Dedication, Banquet. 

Vice President Fairbanks will arrive in 
Chicago in the morning and will be met at 
the station by a committee headed by Father 
Gordon, with several of his assistants, who 
will escort him to the Auditorium Annex. 

One of the biggest street parades held in 
recent years in Chicago has been planned 
to escort the vice president and Archbishop 
Quigley to the dedication in the school build- 
ing which is situated at Noble and Bradley 
streets. John Czekalla has been named as 
the chief marshal.’ 

The archbishop himself will perform the 
religious dedicatory services, which. will be- 
gin at 8 o'clock in the afternoon and will be 
made impressive by. the fullest ritual of the 
church. A musical program, in which the 
children's choir will haye an important part, 
has been arranged for the occasion. A pub- 
Mc reception will follow. : 


Archbishop as Host. 

For the occasion of: the commemorative 
banquet, which will. begin. at 5:30 o'clock in 
the auditorium of the school bullding, Arch- 
bishop Quigley will. act as the host of Mr. 
Fairbanks, whom _he will seat at his right 
hand to signify the vice president is the 
guest of the entire archdiocese of Chicago. 

The school children’s choir will greet the 
vice president and Catholic dignitaries by 
*‘ Binging the Star Spangled Banner.”’ 

County Commissioner Walter J. Schrojda, 
as spokesman for the Thaddeus Kosciusko 
club, which has directed ‘the preparations 
for the details of the banquet, will open 
the festivities at the table by introducing 
the toastmaster. 

Mr. Fairbanks’ address will be followed 
by brief speeches by Bishop Muldoon, Arch- 
bishop Quigley, Father rdon, and other 
prelates, priests, and men, 

State Treasurer John Fv Smulgki will de- 
liver an address in Polish. Other prominent 
federal, state, and city officials will be pres- 
ent. 

Accommodates Army of Pupils. 

In the new parochial school 4,500 pupils 
will receive daily inetruction from a staff 
of 100 nuns, who will be in charge of the 
teaching, under the general direction of the 
pastor. * ° d 

The byilding replaces the old school which 
burned down last year. It fronts 450 feet 
and is five stories high, It contains assem- 
bly haHs, reading rooms, and all modern 
conveniences. 

The structure, which was built at a cost 
of $450,000 and has a brown pressed brick 
exterior, is of fireproof construction and is 
equipped with modern fire extinguishing ani 
fire escape devices. “The corner stone was 
dedicated May 1 of last year. 

The entire church premises of the 8t. 
Stanislaus. parish including the church, 
school, rectory, lyceum, etc., is valued. at 
$1,250,000 and is bounded by Noble, Bradley, 
and Ingraham streefs and the Chicago an4 
Northwestern railroad tracks. The church 
contains some rare and beautiful paintings by 
a Polish artist. The altar, which was dedi- 
cated in 1903, is one-of the most magnifi- 
cent in the country.

“HOUSE LEADERS IN ROW. 


Payne and Williams Have Lively 
Tilt Over Election Cor-

‘Washington, D. C., May 9.—The proceed- 
ings of the house today were enlivened by a 
condemnation of the government by Mr. 
Larrinaga, the Porto Rican commissioner, 
for its treatment of Porto Rican péople, 
which, he said, had led to a spirit of discon- 
‘tent; and by a spirited passage between the 
two floor leaders, Mr. Payne and Mr. Will- 
jams, each charging the other's party with 
dishonesty in elections. ;

‘is the leaden block that closed the sepul- 
chre where the liberties and rights of Amer- 
feart free men are buried.” fl 
Mf. Larrinaga especially denounced the re- 
fusal of the legislative council to issue $5,000,-

whose trees had destroyed by a cyclone. 
He said when this bond issue was denied all 
mortgages were foreclosed, and’ the lesser 
properties passed into the hands of banking 
institutions, commercial houses, and finan- 
ciers, who now hold from thirty to fifty dif- 
ferent coffee-propberties. 
Expected a “Square Deal.” 
Replying to questions by Mr. Parsons of 
New York, Mr. Larrinaga asserted that tariff 
protection on coffee would be a help to the 
planters. He evoked laughter when he sar- 
castically remarked that the people of Porto 
Rico had thought as congress was committed 
to protection, they were to be given a little 
protection.

FOWLER HAS NEW MONEY BILL. 


Is the Same as His Last, but Federal 
Guaranty and Trust Features 
Are Left Out. 


Washington, D. C., May 9.—[Special.}—In 
the hoyse today Chairman Fowler of the 
banking and currency commission reintro- 
duced his last credit currency bill with the 
federal guaranty and trust features elim- 
inated. . 

The measure now provides for the organ- 
ization of not more than twenty banknote 
redemption agencies in as many cities of the 
country, to be made up of constituent national 
banks. The chairman of the board of man- 
agers of each agency is to be a deputy con- 
troller of the currency and have full ad- 


ministration of the national banking busi- | 


ness in his own district. 

Any national bank having outstanding an 
amount of the present bond secured note 
circulation equal to 50 per cent of its capital, 
may, with the approval of the controller, take 
out an additional issue of banknotes, re- 
deemable in gold coin or other lawful money, 
provided the amount of bond secured and 
gold redemption currency shall not exceed 
the amount of its paid up and unimpaired 
capital. 

A gold depostft of 5 per cent of the national 
banknotes it proposes to take out shall be 
deposited with the treasury of the United 
States to create a redemption fund, and 
an additiona! 100 per cent of note circulation 
may be taken out upon consent of the board 
of managers of the redemption agency and 
the approval of the controller. A tax of 2 
per cent a year shall be paid on the national 


banknotes in circulation.

Public to Be Educated and Better 
Apparatus Devised. 


Steps toward arranging a basis for co-- 
operation in the suppression of smoke were 
taken at a joint meeting last week of the 
coal stoking and anti-smoke committee of the 
Illinois Coal Operators’ association, of the 
Chicago smoke abatement commission, and 
the Western Society of Engineers.

many of the famihes have none. Indeed, the 
birth of a second son is always an occa- 
sion for pride and rejoicing. _The fact is 
announced with drums, and the drumming 
may be kept up for a month outside the hut. 

The mother who has a second son is en- 
titled to a new dress for having brought this 
honor to the family. This dress is of terra 
cotta bark cloth, and its ordinary cost is 
about 88 cents. 

These Uganda people lve happily. They 
are always laughing and smiling, and the 
men and women go along hand in hand. They 
have comfortable homes from an African 
standpoint. They live in villages scattered 
over the country, but each village covers a 
great territory and every hut has its garden 
about it, in which grow bananas, sweet po- 
tatoes, and other vegetables. As a rule the 
banana trees shade the huts, and one often 
walks quite a distance through a banana 
plantation before he gets to the house. 

The huts are made of reeds with thatched 
roofs, the latter being upheld by poles. Every 
hut has several rooms, wh are divided 
by walls of matting and bark cloth. Even the 
poorest house has two apartments, one at 
the front and the other in the rear. In the 
rear apartment are bunks around the wall 
upon which the people sleep. 


Live Chiefly on Bananas. - 


As to food, the chief staple is the banana. 
There are many varieties of these in Uganda, 
and they’ are more important to that country 
than wheat and corn are to ours. The banana, 
which serves as the chief food, is much 
longer than any that comes into our markets. 
It is a sort of plantain. It is eaten green, 
the fruit being first peeled and then cooked 
with a little water in an earthenware pot. 
As it steams away the flesh softens and 
soon becomes a solid mass of mush. When 
done it is taken off the fire and turned out 
upon some fresh banana leaves. These serve 
as a tablecloth. 

The family now gathers around and gets 
ready for the meal. Each first washes his 
hands and gives them a shake to get off the 
superfluous water. The father then takes 
a knife and divides the pile of banana pulp 
into as many divisions as there are members 
at the board. In the meantime a bow! of 
soup or fish gravy has been placed inside the 
ring. This is used In common. 

Each person takes up a handful of banana 
mush and kneads it into a ball just big enough 
for one bife, He then dips the ball into the 
soup, and with a wonderful sieight of hand 
conveys it to his mouth without dropping a 
bit of the grease. By the time the banans 
mush is all eaten the soup bow! is empty. 


' "Feast on White Ants. 


The Baganda have fish from Lake Vjctoris 
and from their numerous streams.: They eat 
locusts and are especially fond of white ants. 
The ants are caught: by smoking their hills 
after nightfall and trapping them as they 
come out. They are eaten both raw and 
cooked. I see them on sale in the markets. 
One can buy. a handful or so for 2 cents and 
a greatiot forarupee. The ants are wrapped 
up in banana leaves when taken away. 

These people are now —— sugar from 
cane. They are growing tomatots and twenty 
different kinds of peas and beans. They 
use many roots as food, and also a green veg- 
etable much like spinach. I see little fields 
of tobacco here and there. 

Sirice the British have taken possession 
of Uganda they have introduced many kinds 
of food which are becoming popular, and they 


are gradually creating a market here for 


European goods. Some of the natives are 
now using tea, and jams and biscuits are 
gradually coming into demand. This is, of 
course, among the wealthier people, and 
especially among the chiefs, who buy these 
things to serve at their teas or dinner par- 
ties. Another article which is becoming 
common is the umbrella. Both women and 
men use it, and I often see a crowd of a dozen 
or so well to do natives going along with 
umbrellas in their hands. 

Indeed, the British are gradually meking 
a new nation of the Baganda. Only a few 
years ago these people were warring witb 
their neighbors and enslaving the tribes 
about. Mutesa had a large army and his 
predecessors had many ware. Justice was 
then practically unknown and human life 
was of no account. The people had ... in- 
centive to work. They lived upon the ba- 
nanas which they grew in their gardens. 
they made their clothes from the bark of the 
fig tree, and their houses came from the cane 
of the swamps near by. 

Land Kept for the Natives. 


So far it has been the gdvermment’s policy 
to grant but few concessions for the exploi- 
tation of Uganda. The lands are held by 
the natives and also by the English govern- 
ment. Some of the chiefs own large tracts. 
The native prime minister, for instance, 
has about 100 square miles of land; he owns 
1,000 head of cattle and Ins income is over 
$5,000 a year. Other chiefs have smaller 
tracts, and the king himself has a consider-

SHAW CUPID PLAY ALL SHAW 


Nothing but Talk—G. Bernard 
Talk-in It, Writer Says. 


AIM IS REVENGE ON CRITICS. 


Dramatist Juggles Adjectives in Inter- 
view on ‘‘Getting Married.’’ 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, May 9.—George Bernard Shaw 
has given a characteristic interview relative 
to his new play, ‘‘ Getting Married,” which 
will be produced at the Haymarket theater 
May 12. 

“This play,’’ he said, “is my revenge 0 
the critics for their gross ingratitude, arran 
philstinism, shameless and intellectual lazi- 
ness, low tastes, puerile romanticism, stu- 
pendous ignorance, susceptibility to cheap 
sentiment, ineensibility to honor, virtue, in- 
tellectual honesty, and everything that con- 
stitutes strength and dignity in the human 
character.”’ 

Overwhelmed by this cyclonic outburst, 
the interviewer had barely the courage to 
inquire the nature of the revenge to be 
wrought by the new play. 

Nothing but Talk—Show Talk. - 

“Tt is simple,”’’ said Mr. Shaw. “ You re- 
member the production of ‘The Dream of 
Don Juan in Hell’ at the Court theater? 
You remember the howl of tortured rage 
with which it was received by the press? 
Yet that lasted only 110 minutes. 

“Well, this time the 110 minutes will be 
stretched out to 150 minutes. There will be 
nothing but talk, talk, talk—Shaw talk—and 
the characters will seem to be wretched 
critics to be simply a row or/Shaws all argu- 
ing with one another on totally uninteresting 
subjects. 

“ The Shaw in the bishop’s apron will argue 
with the Shaw in the general's uniform; the 
Shaw in the aldermnan’s gown will argue with 
the Shaw dressed ada beadle; the Shaw 
dressed as a bridegroom will be married to a 
Shaw in petticoats. 

Thirteen in the Cast. 

“The whole thing will be a hideous and in- 
describable eternity of brainracking dull- 
ness. Yet the critics will have to sit it out. 
I am not a vindictive man, but there is such a 
thing as poetic justice, and next Tuesday it 
will assume its stermest retributive form.” 

“Ts it to be understood that to revenge 
yourself on the critics you have written a de- 
liberately bad play?’’ asked the interviewer 
with a delicious lack of humor. 

“ Good heavens, no! There is nothing they 
would like better,”” thundered Mr. Shaw. “I 
bave deliberately written a good play. That 
is the way to make the critics suffer.” 

In the course of further illuminating talk 
Mr. Shaw stated that his new play has no 
plot, that he is a dramatic poet, not a plot- 

ger. His play. he said, is an argument 
idsting nearly three hours, carried on by 
twelve people and a beadle—all honorable, 
decent people. —_ 

Shaw Joyous Puzzle to Paris. 

PARIS, May 9.—Parisians had yesterday 
their first taste of Shawian brilliancy in the 
production of “ Candida,”’ which they re- 
ceived politely, if bewildered. Laughter 
was frequem, but generally in the wrong 
places, and the situation remained incom- 
prehensible to the audience. 

The translation was inadequate, but the 
acting superb, and the brilliant house en- 
cou the actors in all possible ways, 
even though they wondered why the per- 
formance was given.

IRISH EMIGRATION TO U. S. 
THIS YEAR THE LOWEST EVER. 


Native Industries Springing Up and 
Emerald Isle Is Plodding Slowly but 


Surely to Great Prosperity. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 9.—There is no doubt indi- 
cated by the investigations made by a Dub- 
lin correspondent that this year’s emigra- 
tion from Ireland to the United States will 
touch the lowest point for years. It seems 
probable that the number of emigrants will 
hardly reach half that of last year. 

Several causes contribute to this result. 
In the first place Ireland although torn 
politically, is plodding slowly but surely on 
the way to great prosperity. Native indus- 
tries are springing up in villages and employ- 
ment for labor is steadily growing. There 
aleo. ie a persistent agitation by the Gaelic 
league against the flood of emigration, and 
the hope is expressed that the report of Lord 
Dudley's commission on congestion, expected 
within a few days, will make recommenda- 
tidns that will result in great things for the 
peasants of the west. 

It ig understood that the commission is in 
favor of splitting up the large grazing 
ranches and equipping small holders with 
farms sufficiently large to be economic and to 
provide living for the tillers and their fami- 
lies o 
A still stronger reason for the falling off in 
emigration is that the prepaid passages 
which in days past came from America 
have greatly fallen off on account: of dis- 
turbance in business caused by the recent 
financial trouble. 


SUFFRAGETTE BILL IN MANILA. 


Equal Rights Measure Proposes That 
Women May Vote, but Not 
Hold Office.

MANILA, May 9.—Assemblyman Sotto has 
introduced a bill to give women the right to 
vote In the Philippines, but not to hold office.

On the 
other hand, Asquith has thoroughly alarmed 
everybody possessing even a primitive know!l- 
edge of economics and national finance, and 
most of all hag he offended those whose fetich 
ig free trade, and who realize that the prin- 
ciple involved in the new bill will make tariff 
taxation inevitable. 


Big Surplus Checks Disaster. 

In a word, this unhappy liberal government 
has managed to make good technically one 
of its many preéiection promises, and has 
get the whole country hy the ears. 

The members of the government congratu- 
late themselves on one great piece of good 
luck in that they have had an unprecedented 
surplus to play with. It enabled them to re- 
duce the tarifé on sugar, and provide three 
months’ payment of the old age pensions 
without increasing the taxation. 

They hope this will drive the average citi- 
gen into believing their policy onomically 
sound, and one almost suspects hat it is their 
intention to retire from office before the real 
problem presents itself for solution-in next 
year’s budget.

BUDAPEST, May 9.—Minister of the’ In- 
terlor Andrassy, introduced a bill in the 
lowe? house of parliament today which, it is 
hoped, will check the outflow of the youth of 
the country to the United States and else- 
where. Under the bill shipping compantes 
are forbidden to establish agencies in the 
interior or to seek to induce emigration by 
means of placards and other advertisements 
in the inland towns and villages. Their ef- 
forts must be confined to Budapest and fron- 
tier railroad stations. Shipping companies 
also are prohibited from paying their agents 
salaries the amount of which is dependent 
upon the number of emigrants booked; arid 
no permit will be issued to foreign companies 
unless they subject themselves to the emi- 
grant laws of Hungary.

President of American League Claims 
Early Date Will NotPermit of At- 
tendance of the Stars of the Diamond. 


President Ban Johnson of the American 
league does not favor holding the baseball 
field day, which was inaugurated last year 
at Cincinnat!, during the playing season, and 
his opinion {s shared by’a majority of the 
American league managers. 

The objection is based on the fact that 
teams in that league, fighting to the limit 
in the close race, cannot spare any of the 
men who might star in the events, severa! 
of which, according to President Johneson. 
do not mean anything anyway except froma 
spectator’s viewpoint. 

Manager McAleer of the Browns stated 
he would not allow any of his men to leave 
the team to compete in the event if held 
in June as planned. Joe Flanner, the St. 
Louis baseball enthusiast, advanced the sug- 
gestion that the contests be held as a pre- 
liminary to the world’s championship series, 
perhaps early on the opening day for the 
amusement of the crowd which assembles 
Icng before the time of the game for the 
purpose of securing a seat.

MeHenry to Train for Farley, Fa- 
mous as Strike Breaker. 


WEST TO HAVE A BIG MEET. 


Entries for Terre Haute Stakes Show 
Notable List of Nags.

The most important news of the week is 
that M. E. McHenry has signed to train and 
drive this season for James Farley of New 
York City, commonly known down the 
grand circuit line as “‘ the strike breaker” 
on account of his prominence in labor trou- 
bles all over the country for the last decade. 


McHenry’s action came as a surprise to. 


hie friends. none of whom knew he had such 
@ move in prospect. Farley has raced on the 
eastern tracks for a number of years, bis 
nage being ordinarily in the first fllght of the 
-half mile ring performers, but last summer 
he took im some of the grand circuit meet- 
inge, his best horse being the pacer Judex, 
2:064%. Last winter Farley bought a number 
of horses, the most notable being the trot- 
ter Locust Jack, 2:11, over a half mile track. 
He also has the trotters Prince, 2:15%; Ad- 
miral Togo, 2:18\%; and Rex McKinney, a3 
year old. Locust Jack is a remarkable horse 
in more ways than one, and it is doubtful if 
even those who saw him race last year ap- 
preciate him to the full. Possibly his classi- 
est. opponent was Wilteen, a 6 year old 
stallion that as a 3 year old was one of the 
best trotters of that age ever seen. With an 
amateur driver who also looked after the 
training Wilteen was prominent in the fu- 
turities, and in more than one heat showed 
the ability to trot in 2:10. But Locust Jack 
handled Wilteen the same as he did all the 
‘other half milers, arid horsemen set him down 
as the hardest one in his clase to beat this 
year. 
Andrews Gets Crabtree Horses. 
McHenry alweys has avoided the training 
ef a large stable, holding that no man can 
do justice to a few dozen assorted nags of the 
trotting and pacing gaits, and his success as 
@ reinsman has been so pronounced that at- 
tention must be paid to what he says. After 
what he did for the Crabtree stable, with

) argued he would remain with that es- 
tablishment, although it was known the man- 
ager of the horses thought well of W. J. An- 
crews. In fact, coincident with McHenry 
signing with the Farley horses comes the 
news that Crabtree has sent to Andrews at 
Poughkeepsie Sonoma Girl and a green pacer 
called Gentry’s Star. With McHenry at the 
helm chances are the Farley stable will cut 
a big figure wherever it is entered. Farley 
likes the sport, often driving his own horses 
in races, and it goes without saying he will 
add to his stable if McHenry runs across any- 
thing with class enough to win at the big 
meetings. ' 

As a reinsman pure and simple McHenry 
has stood at the head of his profession for 
years, and for this reason there has been in 
some quarters an impression that he is not 
equally capable as a trainer, which is far 
from the truth.

Guss 
Macey, a colt trainer of the old school, 
whose last notable work in that line was 
winning the Kentucky Futurity with Bor- 
alma, will have the mount behind Dorothy 
Axworthy, and is getting her ready at Den- 
ver, where climatic conditions are extra good 
for the sort of preparation she needs. 

Out at Libertyville is Justo, another Terre 
Haute entrant. This colt, a rugged fellow, 
was timed a mile in 2:15 in a race last fall, 
and on that showing hes a chance in any 


company of his age.

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YACHTS DAMAGED BY STORM 


Several of Chicago Craft Narrow- 
ly Escape ®eing Wrecked. 


GROWTH OF MOTOR BOATING. 


Number of New Vessels Under Way 
and Many Events Planned. 


BY JOHN G. DELONG. 

The weather which last week put a quietus 
on outdoor sports did not deter all of the 
local yachtsmen from carrying on the work 
of fitting out. their boats, several of which 
were added to those already in the lake front 
harbor. However, the wiser owners were 
content to leave their yachts at the ship- 
yards until the conditions are better, and 
they are congratulating themselves on hav- 
ing escaped the experiences of some of the 
early sailors. 

During the gales that swept the city the 
latter part of the week considerable damage 
was done @ number of boats in the down- 
town and Jackson park harbors, and two 
or three narrowly escaped being wrecked. 
On one occasion the big steel freighter Alva 
broke away from its moorings at the Illinois 
Central dock near the Columbia Yacht club 
and was driven through the yacht anchorage 
oy the northeast gale. 

Before it could be checked the huge steam- 


er drifted down and tore two yachts from |

their moorings. Fred Price's Lipton cup 
racer Spray had its forward starboard rail 
torn off by the collision, while Fred D. Por- 
ter’s thirty-five footer Iroquois had its stem 
smashed. Both yachts were caught by motor 
boats before they suffered further damage. 
At another time the cruiser Charlotte R. 
broke away and was being driven toward 
the Chicago Yacht club when a passing tug 
came to the rescue and saved the yacht 
from damage.

Strendous times also were experienced at 
the Jackson Park Yacht club @uring the re- 
cent riot of wind and waves Twenty-five or 
thirty of the largest boats now are moored 
in the lagoon, and for a time many were 
threatened with disaster. A. J. Ortseifen’'s 
yawl Jungfrau was driven ashore and the 
planking so badly sprung that the yacht wil! 
have to be extensively repaired. During 
the same gale’F. F. Kinney's twenty-five 
foot sloop Sefiorita and two or three smaller 
boats were beached. 

At least one of the improwements made 
by the south park commissioners at the 
Jackson. park lagoon is a detriment. Here- 
tofore one of the greatest advantages to the 
yacht owners was the fine protection afford- 
ed the boats in the comparatively smooth 
waters of the lagcon. The entrance to the 
harbor and the north side of the lagoon was 
lined with rough piling which quickly broke 
up the heavy: waves that at times rolled in 
from the lake. Last fall the piling was filled 
In and faced with a cement wall which 
proved pleasing to the eye but of unexpected 
disadvantage in other ways. Now, instead 
of being broken up, the combers pile into the 
entrance and are carried along into the 
lagoon, where they toss the moored yachts 
almost as much as would be the case in the 
open lake. 


Motor Boat Sport Growing. 


The motor boat sport continues to show an 
upward trend. At a dinner held during the 
week by the Columbia Yacht club’s power 
boat regatta committee the schedule for the 
coming season was mapped out. The season 
will be formally opened Decoration day, 
when owners of all boats in the flect will 
entertain at mooring parties. The first con- 
test of the season will be held on Saturday, 
June 20, when the power boats join the yachts 
in the Columbia Yacht club’s Michigan City 
race. July 18 the big race to Sturgeon bay igs 
to be started, an event which, including the 
crulse following the finish, is expected to 
cover ten days. An additional entry just re- 
ceived by the committee is H. §. Mills’ 
Eleanor IIL, now en route here from New 
York. 

Fhe next race of importance will be held 
during the Lipton yachting carnival week, ’ 
Aug. 21 having been Set aside as power boat 
day by the race cominittee in charge. Other 
races to be held during the seasqn are to be 
arranged later. It was decided to divide the 
cruising cabin power boats into four classes, 
according to the load waterline length. The 
class will be composed of boats forty-six 
feet and over, thirty-eight to forty-six feet, 
thirty-two to thirty-etght feet, and under 
thirty-two feet. The American Power Boat 
association rules were adopted. 


Additions to Fleet Announced. 

A number of new additions to the loca! 
power boat fleet were announced. W. 
Sampson has a new forty-two foot cruiser 
nearing completion at the Weckler yards in 
this city. The boat is roomy and complete 
in all its appointments. It will be driven by 
a thirty horse power engine. It is of the 
combination trunk cabin type. The boat wil! 
be christened Florence. 

Henry W. Young is having built & thirty- 
six footer with a beam of ten feet. The 
power is to be supplied by a twenty-horse 
power, four cyHnder engine. The cabin 
house is of the long type, with six port lights 
on each side,

The first of the local season's big motor- 
ing events will take place next Friday when 
the third annual hill climb at Algonquin, 
Ill., promoted by the Chicago Motor club, will 
be held, the affair this year already exceed- 
ing the others in the size of the fields nomi- 
nated. 

Drivers of national repute, Leland, Schilp, 
Lytle, May, Logimer, and others, are ex- 
pected, while automobiles of all types and 
sizes will:be seen In the various competi- 
tlons. There will be five handicap events, run 
under the elub formula, which consists of 
multiplying the piston area of the motor by 
the time made and dividing by the weight 
of the car with drivers. Then there are 
four free for alls in which straight time will 
be the only factor in deciding the winners. 
Two amateur events, one a handicap and 
the other a free for al], will be run, and jn 
addition there is a team contest in which 
the three cars of one make doing the best 
work under the formula will be declared the 
winner. 

There will be a double climb. The one tn 
the morning up Perry hill will be a standinz 
start affair and in the afternoon the cars 
will race up Phillips hill from a standings 
start, the time made in both climbs being 
employed to arrive a: the final results. 


Seventy Expected to Compete. 

A conservative estimate of the size of the 
entry list places the probable total at almost 
seventy, making a field so big that the claim 
of the Motor club that the climb now is na- 
tional in character seems well founded. In 
addition to this the club wi!l spring something 
new in the way of electrical timing, which 
will insure automatic accuracy which will 
be appreciated. 

Fk. H. Trego of the Apperson agency and a 
member of the contest committee is the man 
who devised the instrument. It is electrical- 
ly controlled in every respect, the timers not 
having to press the button on the stop watch 
at the start or finish of the climb. A wire 
stretched across the road at the starting 
point at a height of four inches from the 
ground is struck by the wheels of the car and 
instantaneously an electric circuit is com- 
pleted which energizes an electro magnet, 
which in turn pulls a soft iron lever to it, 
this lever striking the press button of the 
watch and startingit. At the finish there will 
be a similar wire across the road with light 
electrical connections, which, when the car 


acting through an electro magnet 
draws a lever that hits the stop watch push 
button, stopping it instantaneouely. 

In this way, it is claimed, absolute accuracy 
is obtained and there can be no disputing the 
time. Only one watch is used, and all the 
timers have to do is to note the time recorded 
on that one watch. Thig will be the first trial 
of an electric timing device in a Chicago 
motoring event. 


Makes That Are Entered. 

In the way of entries Chairman Root of the 
contest committee had forty-three in hand 
last night, with promises of nearly as many 
more from those who have been awaiting 
advices from the factory or who wish.to try 
the hills before deciding in which classes 
they will compete. Of the forty-three eight- 
een came in during the week. Two Apperson 
Jack Rabbits, two Molines, two Mitchells, 
two more Jacksons, both two clinder; a Ford, 
a Holsman, Matheson. Corbin, Overland, and 
two more Thomas Detroits were the addi- 
tions to the list, and the committee has asseur- 
ances of entries from the following: Pre- 
mier, Pierce-Arrow, Welch, Maxwell, 
Stearns, Renault, Oldsmobile, Buick. and 
several others. Some are jin already, but 
intend sending in more. There are entries 
in each of the classes, the biggest bunch com- 
ing in class D, for cars over sixty-five and 
under ninety inches piston area. 

The field now in hand is made up ag fol- 
lows: In class A, for motor buggies, a Ben- 
dix and.a Holsman; tn class B, for cars with 
a piston area under 50 square inches, two 
Buicks, two Jacksons, a Maxwell, Moline. 
and an Overland; in class C, between 50 and 
65 inches, two Haynes, two Waynes, a Mo- 
line, Mitchell, and Corbin; in class D, from 
65 to 90. a Jackson, two Thomas.Detroits, a 
Buick, Diamond T, Cleveland, two Stoddard- 
Daytons, and a Matheson; in class 3, over 90 
inches, a Stearns ‘“‘four.’’ This represents 
the handicap events. 

Free for All List. 

In the free for alls, class F, roadstere and 
stripped chassis, 90 inches and over, having 
in it two Appersone, two Stearns, both sizes. 
and a Thomas fiyer. A Stearns “ four” is 
the sole entry in class G, 90 inches and over, 
for touring cars. In class H, for roadsters 
under 90 inches. there are two Stoddard Day- 
tons, two Thomas Detroits, and a Cleveland. 
In class I, for touring cars under 90 inches, 
there are a Mitchel! andia Thomas Detroit. 

Only four amateurs are in at the present 
time. In the handicap Frank X. Mudd has 
entered a Ford runabout; A. W. Greiner a 
Thomas Detroit, and Emi! Stromberg a Dia- 
mond T. In the amateur free for all G. F. 
Sulzberger, with a six cylinder Stearns. is 
the only nominee.

No Blame in Being Born Rich. 

The wealthy young attorney first gave his 
views on the duties of the rich man to socie 
ty a few months ago when Rabbi Hirsch, in 
an address, was quoted as describing rich 
men’s sons as “loafers.” Mr. McCormick 
took umbrage and delivered himself of some 
expressions of opinion that must have set 
the theologian’s ears ringing. Among other 


things he said: 
“It is absurd and unjust to call rich men’s 


, sons loafers. 


“I do not want t@ be called’a rich man’s 
son; I detest the te Rood I do not know a 
single man of the type referred to by Dr. 
Hirsch. It is a most unjust characteriza- 
tion of men who no more can help being born 
to wealth than other men can help being 
born to poverty. A man cannot help his 
birth and environment. 

“Tt is his life for which he is responsible 
and for which he should be praised or cen- 
sured. I heard this statement about three 
months ago, and it made me extremely an- 
gry then. 

“The idea is absurd that the mere pos- 
session ‘of wealth. hinders a man from suc- 
cess. I believe that instead it gives him bet- 
ter opportunities to succeed. What differ- 
ence does it make in a,man’s own personality 
whether he is a rich man’s son or the off- 
spring Qf a poor man. His opportunities are 
greater, therefore, his responsibilities are 
greater. 

“Every man ought to use his 
ties to the best of his capabilities. 

“OY course,.there are barriers through 
which the man of wealth has to break to be 
of use to the world. He has his social ties. 
his pleasures, his expensive habits; but the 
man of poverty who decides to get a college 
education or to succeed in a profession has 
to work with the handicap of getting a liv- 


ing for himself.

F automobile ‘ railroading ’’—that prac- 

tice on the part of unscrupulous chauf- 

feurs of taking and appropriating to 

their own use their employers’ cars— 

does not soon become a thing of 
the past, it will be no fault of gar- 
age managements, which are introducing a 
system which is bound to abolish to a great 
Cegree what has for years been the bane of 
the existence of the automobile owner. This 
system consists of such an argues eyed watch 
over the machines that a chauffeur must be 
wily to the last degree in order to slip one 
out without the Knowledge of thdse¢in whose 
charge it is. 

Until the regent introduction of the state 
law which has made of “ railroading’”’ a 
criminal offense, the drivers of thé cars car- 
ried things with a high hand. Those with 
their wits about them would work tirelessly 
for their employers’ interests, waiting pa- 
tiently until the time should’ come when. 
having tnveigled themselves into confidence, 
they would be trusted implicitly. By this 
time the garage employés'would have learned 
to know them, and. there) would be no ques- 
tion raised when a chauffeur made his ap- 
pc arance and called for a car.

‘“Railroaders” Get In Bad. 


The rest, of course, was easy, and, pro- 
viding that the car met with no accident 
end was on hand when thé owner wantb&d it, 
the chauffeur was able to hold his job and 
his breach of eonfidence was passed unno- 
t.ced.

= Heep Check on the Cars. . 

First and most important of all comes the 
electric stamp, which {s attached to the clock 
near the coor. The moment a machine comes 
in the time of its arrival is stampéd on the 
weekly statement which is kept for the in- 
spection of the owner. When the car leaves 
the garage the time of its exit ig noted. At 
the end of the week the’ owner is cognizant 
cfeach and every move his machine has made 
aud if accounts show that any of these have 
been unauthorized it is his privilege to ascer- 
tain’ the reason for such tampering with au- 
thority. ' , 

Entirely apart from the stamp record ate 
other records kept by various emplovés of 
the garage. At the end of each week these 
are all compared with the owner's state- 
nient, and unless all tally exactly a thorough 
investigation is made; the man who made 
the mistake—if mistake it proves to be—is 


called to account and reprimanded, or if un- 
patisfactory explanations place him under 
suspicion he is instantly dismissed. 

Aside from this, garages require a written 
order from the owner béfore the chauffeur 
is allowed to take a machifie.

State Law Is Stringent. 

The state law which has gone into effect is 
stringent. It holds a driver entirely respon- 
sible for a car whichis being used without an 
employer’s knowledge, and for his breach 
of confidence he may be fined heavily or put 
in jail. The owner is responsible for acci- 
dent or speeding only when the car is being 
run. at his instigation. The fact that! the 
chaufféur is alone’ in the car makeg no dif. 
ference in this case. 

The bureau of chauffeur registration of 
the Chicago Automobile club, while it does 
not in any manner guarantee the qualifica- 
tion of a’ chauffeur, attempts to ascertain in 
what respects they have proved capable or 
lacking" 

‘All that we do,”’ said the secretary ofthe 
club yesterday, ‘“* we do with but one aim itn 
view—that is to put a stop to the ‘ railroad 
ing.’ It strikes me that the dishonest chauf- 
feur of the future stands but little show 
with automobile owners, courts, and garages 
against him.”

tions, he has seen more strange things, I 
verily believe, than any man in the whole 
world. 

A couple of years ago, struck with the won- 
derful experiences he has had, I began mak- 
ing notes in a little book of the length of 
time he put in in different places in different 
lines of business, and recently, on adding up 
the years, I found, to my amazement, that 
they totaled 175, and this, mind you, covers 
only certain periods of his life.

Father of Many Schemes. | 
~ By Hollis W. Field. 6. 


EADERS who have followed this series 
of articles in exposition of the meth- 
ods of Hapgoods as an employment 
agency must have discovered between 
the lines that Herbert Jackson Hap- 
good has been the dominating influence and 
personality in the whole organization. 
. That subscriber to Hapgoods who three 
years ago might have become acquainted 
with Hapgoods heads of departments today 
would look in vain for most of these men. 
Bince the publication of the first of these 
articies in THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE, one of the 
oldest of these office heads in Chicago has 
gone into other work. 

Lack of business may have been respons!- 
ble for some of these changes. Since the 
first of these articles appeared the space 
eccupied by Hapgoods in the Hartford build- 
ing has been reduced about 40 per cent. 
One of the former managers of a Hapgoods 
department tells me that the books of the 
Chicago branch have been removed to the 
office in New York. As to the reasons for 
such a change of base, few of these former 
employés of Hapgoods who invested in Hap- 
goods stocks under Hapgood’s control have 
failed to make a guess.

Pay Good Money fok Certificates. 

For while men have worked for Hapgoods 
without investing in stock in the corpora- 
tion, not a few have left the concern with 
mementos in the form of Hapgoods stock 
certificates for which they paid good money. 

But while Herbert J. Hapgood has received 
most of his publicity from his first “ Idea ” 
in brain brokerage, he has had other irons 
in. the fire.. The Hapgoods Sales’ company 
Was one of these ventures as a Hapgood 
second “Idea.” As one of the resuits of 
it I was told of a suit for $10,000 filed in the 
Superior court against Hapgood by a Chicago 
man who invested in the company. One of 
the “former managers“ of Hapgoods told

The business of this Hapgoods Sales com- 
pany began several years ago for the ex- 
ploiting of asafety razor. It was the ‘““Town- 
send & Hapgood company” in the begin- 


- ning, but was reorganized tn 1907 as the 


Hapgoods Sales company with $100,000 of 
preferred stock. 

For the-safety razor had proved a suc- 
cess In the marketing. 
it haa Been a good razor and.incidentally a 
good campaigner back of {ft made such 3a 
success of the business that when the Hap- 
goods Sales company, reorganized, attempted 
to exploit another razor; said to have been 
invented by Hapgood’s father-in-law, th» 
picking was poor. But it was the Hapgood 
“Idea ‘to take up and market other small 
speciaities and the company was not dis- 
couraged. :

Sait and Got Job. 

According to the story the Chicago man 
who filed suit against Hapgood to recover 
$10,000 got a vice presidency In the Hapgoods 
Sales company in January, 1907. In Aprilhe 


‘was taken ill, and finally went to @ hospital 


for a serious operation. There he lay for 
weeks, helpless. On June 15, it is said, that 
his salary was stopped, and since that time 
he has been ‘waiting for redress from the 
courts. The case was docketed in the Su- 
perior court in November. s

of the Hapgood “ Ideas” floated by Herbert 
J. Hapgood, near Shoreham, L. I. It isa 
log cabin summer resort about sixty miles 
out of New York, near the scene of Tesla’s 
experiments in electricity. It is said to ba 
remarkable chiefly because of the multitudes 
which have not flocked to it. 

liow Hapgood has worked for publicity 
always is illustrated in a little story which 
came to me the other day through another 
“former manager.” A ‘“ press syndicate ”’ 
was established to this end of publicity. 
Ordinarily a press syndicate is delighted to 
give away matter of thiskind. But the Hap- 
good “‘ Idea’’ was to make the syndicate at 
least self-supporting. ‘The Man on the 
Job” was one of the taking specialties of 
tis bureau, and it may surprise a number 
of publications which paid good money for 
the service that the purpose of the scheme 
was to exploit Hapgoods.

Once Praised by Worker's Magazine. 

Which really paves the way toa confession 
on the part of the Worker’s Magazine some- 
what in this connection. When Hapgoods 
first established itself in Chicago on the gen-

The other 
Gay a “former manager” of Hapgoods at 
the time told me how the publication of this 
article signed by the Chicago maneger 
brought vials of wrath from Hapgood from 
his office in New York. 

“He tore up the atmosphere in his letter,” 
said this former manager of the technical 
department. “‘He jumped all over all the 
office to the effect that thereafter any matter 
of the kind would®carry the signature of 
Herbert J. Hapgood or Herbert J. Hapgood 
would insist on knowing the reason why.”

Complaints Came to “The Tribune.” 

But it wasn’t long thereafter that com- 
plaints as to Hapgoods began to come into 
Tue TRIBUNE office. Several of these were 
followed up enough to discover that Hap- 
good’s “copy” no longer was desirable in 
THE TRIBUNE. So marked were these cases 
that on at least one occasion when a 
“former maw&ger ” of Hapgoods afterward 
desired to relieve his mind on the workings 
of a brain brokerage office, the Worker's 
magazine gave him the opportunity at space 
rates. 

The New York correspondent of THE TRIB- 
UNE sends in a little story of Hapgoods’ 
troubles in New York, caused by the agency's 
running up against a canny Scotch lawyer 
from Glasgow who chanced to be spending 
last summer in Newfoundland. 

James L. Crawford was the lawyé. While 
fm Newfoundland he chanced to run across 
@ Hapgoods advertisement, which read: 
“Help Wanted—Let us market your ability 
by presenting your qualifications to some of 
the 20,000 employers we now serve. Over 
8,000 positions now open. Write us today.” 

Mr. Crawford wrote, receiving a fat en- 
velope of Mapgoods literature, on which he 
says he had to pay 6 cents excess postage. 
Among these papers was a Hapgoods “ Op- 
portunities,”” and on page 13 of that number 
Mr. Crawford read that a person in Pitts- 
burg was willing to pay from $3,000 to.$5,000 
ealary to a man with brains enough to “ at- 
tend to stock issues and negotiate with 
banks.”

Scotchman Enters His Subscription. 

Mr. Crawford was pleased with America 
in general, and the fact that Hapgoods was 
@ corporation capitalized for $300,000 im- 
pressed him. He thought he had brains 
enough and experience to justify himself in 
applying for this particular Pittsburg job 
and he went to the expense of cabling Hap-

'man of your years. We write this in order 


goods to hold the job for him. He sent the 
$5 subscription to “Opportunities, together 
with a bunch of literature descriptive of 
himself and recommendations as to his char- 
acter and qualifications. Some time after- 
ward he received a letter stamped with the 
name of Herbert J. Hapgood, and reading: 

*“*I have just been looking over the papers 
in your case and note that your age is given 
as 50. I trust that in the correspondence 
leading up to your subscription it was made 
perfectly clear to you that the tendency of 
the large business hovses which we serve is 
to employ young men. Frequently, how- 
ever, the experience which comes with years 
is sought, and in these cases we can place a 


that you may not subscribe under a misap- 
prehension.” 

Crawford says he knew his subscription 
must have been in the New York office of 
Hapgoods before this letter was written. Be- 
coming suspicious, he decided to run down 


to New York. Appearing in the New York 
office, he says he found that nothing had 
been done in his case, so far as he cofild dis- 
cover, and he demanded the return of\his 
$5 subscription. This was refused, though 
a few back numbers of Opportunities were 
handed to him. 
* * 

Case Thrown Into New York Courts. 

His Scotch temper aroused, Mr. Crawford 
engaged counsel in New York and appeared 
before Commissioner of Licenses Bogart, ac- 
cusing Hapgoods of violating the state law 
which prevents an employment agency from 
charging more than 5 per cent commission 
on a first year’s salary. He went further 
than filing his own complaint; he inserted 
an advertisement in a New York paper, 
asking for names and addresses of those 
who might consider themselves ‘fellow 
sufferers.’’ He got many replies, most of 
them asking if he had found any way in 
which the subscriber to Opportunities could 
get anything for his money. 

Commissioner Bogart heard Mr. Craw~ 
ford’s testimony and Hstened to the testi- 
mony of others who had given names in 
answer to the advertisement. <A ‘“ former 
employé’”’ of Hapgoods was questioned, and 
pressed on the question as to his knowledge 
of “‘more jobs than brains,” he testi- 
fied that there had been some unfilled places 
and in particular he recalled one opening 
“for an expert accountant at $10 a week.” 

The contention of Mr. Crawford was that 
the $5 subscription to Opportunities was $5 
in excess of that which the New York law 
allowed Hapgoods to collect. Commissioner 
Bogart decided that the question was well 
taken and open to the courts. In order to 
bring the matter to a hearing he advised 
Hapgoods that_he would revoke the Hap- 
goods license unless it chose to restrain him 
by an application for an injunction 

. 
Final Decision Not Yet Reached. 

Hapgoods took advantage of the commis- 
sioner’s hint and served him with papers in 
a motion for an injunction. Crawford’s 
eee was not so served, however, and hig, 
awfers got a court order to intervene in the 
injunction case. This order was allowed in 
the lower court, but when appealed to the 
Appellate division of the Supreme court the 
action of the lower court was reversed. The 
argument on the injunction motion has just 
been made on Justice Hendrick. In re- 
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straining the mmissioner of licenses unt!] 
the action is tenminated, the justice ex- 
plained that his decision was reached without 
entering into the merits of the case in any 
way. 

The argument on the motion to make the tn- 
junction permanent against Commissioner 
Bogart’s revocation of the Hapgoods license 


will come up at the fall term of court in New ! 


York. Hapgoods has brought suit for Ibel 
against Crawford because of an article ina 
morning newpaper concerning his charges. 
So far as known no ‘move has been made 
against the paper printing the article. 
Doesn’t it strike the average person who 
has a brain he might want brokered that the 
Hapgoods brokerage shop is too busy just 
now with legal explanations of itself to 
promise him a wholly single minded cam- 
paign in behalf of the good job he wants?

Now if you want to 
know how to get your calves, pigs, etc., from 
Wisconsin, or other states under this new 
meat inspection law, I am at your service for 
coin. I am not city inspector any more, 
sO you people need not expect any services 
from me on the ground that you are tax- 
payers, and that I am a taxeater.”’ .

“Well, there is going to be a meeting of 
merchants and the question will be brought 
up before the association of produce com- 
mission dealers, and we will let you know 
what fhey will do,”’ he said.

Bluff Is Stock in Trade of Business “SKate.” 


By John A. Howland. 


NE of the common criticisms of the 
times is directed at that certain type 
of business man who is recognized on 

all sides as a ‘‘ skate.”’ He tis closely 

allied to the old confidence man who 
fattened off the unwary countryman who 
drifted to the city. As a business man he is 
discovered to be flighty, crooked, shifty, and 
almost wholly conscienceless. He is a mere 
adventurer whose stock in trade may be 
characterized as “ bluff.’’ 

But the average critic of the type fails to 
observe that this type of man tnbusiness by 
opportunity and necessity alike is confined 
to some new field of exploitation. He is an 
adventurer for the most part into some new 
field which has not been standardized as to 
its possibilities and its limitations. For the 
moment that such a fleld of exploitation has 
been sounded by the business man of the 
conservative type half the opportunities of 
the adventurer are gone past recall. 

The sociologist who has studied the history 
of civilizations is ready instantly to recall to 
mind how much ripened civilizations have 
been indebted to the flighty, swashbuckling 
adventurer who breaks away from civiliza- 
tion in order to pioneer in the woods. With- 
out this filghtiness and lack of conservative 
stability where ard when would new civi- 
lizations have been planted?

Establishing a Family Name. 

But pioneering in business flelds is over- 
looked as just the same invitation to just the 
same type of flighty, irresponsible man. 
That individual who through a long course 
of conservative business has erected about 
him an income producing property and who 
has established a family name as its sdécial 
complement becomes at once the least log- 
ical explorer in the new field. 

Within the l@st quarter century, business 
has made inroads into fields undreamed of 
by men of only middle age. But.in whatever 
line of tnvasion, it is almost without excep- 
tion that the adventurer type of trickster 
and flighty dreamer has taken the lead and 
cast odium upon the advance before the con- 
servative business man has seen fit to take 
the opportunity to hand. 

There are few examples of this truth more 
marked that in the great Homestake mine in 


the Black hills. In the early T0s, when every 
adventurer who had even a chapce for reach-— 


“6 the Biack hilis alive —— away and 


went, the conservative man of business in 
the middle west frowned upon the crazy rush 
of flighty irresponsibles. But thirty-five 
years later we find some of the wealthiest 
and most conservative families of the coun- 
try heavily interested in the sober digging, 
delving out of Homestake rock which has so 
little of color in a pound of it as not to have 
attracted the attention of the flighty nugget 
hunter who first stormed the country. 

I met a man the other day who was sharply 
critical of the failure of a large venture into 
a new field of industry. He declared that 
only silly mis@irection of money and effort 
in the beginning and a lack of courage in the 
end had been responsible for the failure.

Points Out the Mistakes. 


**They made the promoter of the idea the 
general manager of the conoern,”’ he scoffed, 
*‘and this promoter knew no more of man- 
agement than a hog knows of a holiday. In 
establishing the factory he rented a building 
300 feet square for the reason that he wanted 


a storage room for the finished products,. 


though at the time a completed machine 
nevof had been put outand tested He putin 
$250,000 worth of machinery in this great 
building in order to manufacture this first 
machine, which would have sold for $2,000 or 
less. No money was left fer advertising the 
product and pushing sales and when it was 


discovered that these first machines any-. 


how needed radical changes from the original 
designs everybody who had put up money 
weakened. No more money was available; 
there wag nothing practical in the manage- 


ment of the concern; there was’ nothing to: 


anything save that in the machine itself is a 
sterling worth which later will be demon- 
strated by some one who has the courage, 
business ability, and money. to bring it out.”’ 

There are volumes of suggestion in this 


summing up of this failure. The venture fell 


naturally into the hands of the adventurer. 
If one of these days a competent organization 
does take up with the work, it will be 
when some other adventurers have made 
foolish ventures in the dark along this same 
line, but with results enough to attract the 
conservative man who can do things. When 
this conservative force does tackle the prop- 


osition it will have much of "

Work ef the Adventurers. 

It may be a misfortune that the new pos- 
sibilities of business are subjected to this 
first ‘“‘rush’’ of the unstable and unprincli- 
pled adventurers. But the fact remains that 
to leave these new fields to the explorations 
of the solid, conservative men of the business 
world would be to leave them forever to 
desert conditions. This stable man of affairs 
frequently will risk his money on the rosy 
rhapsodies of the promoter, but ordinarily it 
is a money risk which in no way can involve 
the foundations of his established line of 
work, and oneof the implied conditions of the 
investment is that his time shall not be in- 
fringed in making a success of the venture. 
Thus the irresponsible head of the venture 
has wider scope for his lack of method. 

My friend whom I have quoted in a specific 
case was disposed to berate the lack of cour- 
age shown by men who had been responsible 
for the venture. It is well enough to remark 
that courage is an essential in establishing 
any business. But what is courage? Where 
are you going to get it if it isn’t already 
yours? 

In my experience of men true courage is 
based upon an absolute knowledge of condi- 
tions which otherwise might seem to imperil. 
Manifestly the head of this particular ven- 
ture had absolute knowledge of nothing with 
which he was concerned, He had no experi- 
enee as a manager which could lend him a 
comforting assurance. He had only a 
dreamer’s ideas of what might be made of 
the venture. Yet on all sides he was recelv- 
ing the small, cumulative shocks which could 
result only in a shaken courage that might 
have been his by temperament. 

For example, he saw $5,000 a month gointo 
the acrapheap because of castings made from 
inaccurate patterns. You may preach cour- 
age to a man in such a position, but as he sees 
his available money disappearing the ser- 
mon can inspire no courage. 

Sane, conservative, honest business fs an 
adunirablie thing—yes. But the crooked ad- 
venturer of years before often has shown us 
the way through his own meteoric career 
which smacked so much of insanity and qjs- 
honesty. Until we shall be far wiser than 
we are now this adventurer will have his 
economic place in the work.

The birds of the air, the animals of the for- 
est, the fish of the sea, even the treesand the 
shrubs and flowers obey nature's behest and 
rest during the hours of the night. Man in 
this respect sometimes has to disobey na- 
ture’s law, but in most cases he sets nature 
at deflance and willfully infringes her ‘rules. 

Labor exhausts the tissues of the body. 
They are constantly being worn away. 
Every breath we draw, every step we take, 
is a waste of energy, and the waste must be 
supplied—otherwise life becomes exhausted. 

There are two means of restoring this 
waste, by food and by rest—normal rest, for 
overindulgence in this respect renders Ahe 
muscles flabby, makes the body corpulent 
with adipose fat, and so more susceptible 
to disease. 

What is normal rest? The best authorities 
inthe medical world, backed by the experi- 
ence of centuries, have. placed the limit at 
eight hours for thé brain workers and six for 
the manual toller. The cells of the brain 
become more quickly exhausted than the 
tissues of the body, and require a corre- 
spondingly longer time to recuperate from 
the strain. Hence the necessity of a longer 
rest.

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ID it ever occur to you that the com- 
monest laborer in Chicago who wants 
to go to work in New York, no- longer 
can afford the time to walk there? 


‘Fifty years ago the walking from. 


New York to Chicago was excellent. Plenty 
of men desiring to make the trip couldn't 
afford to ride; they weren't educated to the 
railroad as a necessity in transportation and 
perhaps, more than this, they didn't have the 
money—it wasn’t In circulation. So walking 
between New York and Chicago was good. 

Thirty-five years ago the man in the east 
who wanted to move “ out west ’”’ with his 
family, household goods, team, wagon, and 
dogs found it almost impossible to go other- 
wise than by the old prairie schooner. He 
couldn’t have sold out household, barn, and 
kennels and had enough money to land him 
and his family, barefoot, in central Kan- 
sas. So the driving was good. 

But today the common laborer who would 
try to walk to New York from a job in Chi- 
cago probably would discover that he 
couldn’t possibly afford it. If he did twenty- 
five miles a day he would consume just forty 
days’ time. Forty days at $1.50 a day would 
make the time cost of the walk an even $60, 
to say nothing of shoes.and clothing and the 
food that he must consume on the way.

Needed Lesson for Business Man.

i€ has to come, won't affect his particular 
business to an appreciative degree. 

‘* Maybe it won't on his particular finished 
product which he ships 100 miles to a. con- 
suming center, such as Chicago,” says Mr. 
Glenn. ‘‘ But how many freight hauls has 
he paid for in getting together the raw ma- 
terials out of which his finished product hese 
been made?’ 


In the days when it paid the average work- 
ingman to waik from Chicago to New York, 
and when the New York farmer, emigrating 
to Kaneas, had to go in a prairie schooner, 
the manufactured needs of the average man 
were provided him almost within a radius of 
his vision.

School Teacher to Blame for Boy’s Bad Start 


She Was Cross and He Became Balky. 
By Earl M. Pratt. 


NE of the most troublesome of all 
small delinquencies in business 1s the 
worker’s lack of knowledge. This 
lack may be specific in a few lines, or 
it may be general within a consider- 

able field of activity. The saddest part of 
the condition is that the ignorant one may 
devote more time and hard effort in cover- 
ing up his ignorance than would be required 
for him to study and master the troublesome 
situations. 

Not long ago I met 2 man In Chicago, 45 
years old, married, supporting a family de- 
cently, yet who could neither read nor write. 
He carried a good watch, but he could not 
tell the time by ft. He had some.knowledge 
of simple numbers, but he could not read a 
figure or paper. 

But the wonderful part of this story is that 
few men with whom he associated had ever 
recognized his illiteracy. The-man was ex- 
tremely sensitive on this point, and for years 
he had been expending more ingenuity and 
time and patience to cover up his lack than 
would have put him through the high schools 
of Chicago five times over. 


. ‘* 
Merely a Balky Man. 


What was the matter?. He was merely a 
*“‘balky "’ man in the sense that balky is ap- 
plied toahorse. A horse is balky and refuses 
to pull only because of the ignorance of some 
one or more drivers, whose ignorance spolled 
the creature’s usefulness. This man was the 
victim of an ignorant teacher, who received 
him first in the primary grade at school. The 
boy was normal. The teacher, probably 
through long years of school work and suf- 
fering from the irritations of working in a 
rut, had become abnormal. She aroused the 
child’s enmity through an injustice done him. 
She- did not know enough to apologize to 
the child, and he, suffering under the injus- 
tice, found no satisfaction possible other 
than refusing to learn. 

There were no truant officers and no com- 
pulsory education laws in his time, and he 
played truant. The fdea of school became 
unspeakably distasteful to him. A school 
building became a challenge and an affront. 
His parents misunderstood him; the neigh- 
borhood misunderstood him. The result was 
that as the boy grew up, sensitive as to his 
lack of acommon schoo! education, this early 
aversion to books increased. He had no 
training in study methods, and when books 
were spoken of he began to cover up his 


* lack of knowledge of them. There was no 


| 


thought that he might teach himself; he 
couldn’t bear such a thought. 

All because an ignorant teacher years be- 
fore had made a balking boy out of him. 
And for years this man, siiffering from his 
shortcoming, has worked and delved and 
schemed merely to hide something which 
should have been his by right and which 
might have made a far more valuable citi- 
zen of him.

But every day in Chicago this same proc- 
ess is repeated. Somebody begins by making 


school distasteful to the child. Some condi- . 


tion arises which gives the boy or girl a 
wrong attitude toward education and train- 
ing. The result is that among the 38,000 “* be- 
low grade’”’ children in the Chicago schools 
and the probable 10,000 physically deficient, 
mentally abandoned and morally imprisoned 
children outside the schools, hundreds and 
hundreds are metely balky through bad 
methods in driving. 

When a child has spent four years tn the 
primary grade it becomes eligible to the 
** ungraded '’ rooms of the schools, of which 
there are twenty-five in Chicago, where, as 
Judge Tuthill has said, there should be 100. 
in these ungraded rooms in charge of 
teachers especially adapted to the work the 
* plan ’* methods in use are designed to lead 
the balky ones into an Interest in study. 

It is surprising to see what can be done 
with some of these children who have been 
given up as wards for the state in state insti- 
tutions. I took up the case of a little girl a 
short time ago after it was decided that she 
was to go to the institution for the feeble 
minded at Lincoln. In two Jessons she had 
awakened to kindergarten work, and there 
she was progressing so favorably that a 
childless couple adopted her as their own.

13,000 Adrift in Chicago. 


It is a serious matter when year after year 
probably 13,000 children are adrift in Chi- 
cago on the road to state institutions, where, 
instead of a chance at becoming workers 
themselves, they are likely to become wards 


of the state, for which others will need to. 


work for their support. 

I hare been looking into the:needs of some 
of these children who are detained in the 
Juvenile court home on the west side. Sun- 
day afternoons] have been talking to a group 
of boys numbering twenty-five or more and of 
consfantly changing individuals. 

I have found that story telling is one of the 
best means of interesting these boys. They 
won't sit ‘for an introduction to the story; 
they won't sit for any worded moral to it. 
But the teacher who kncaws what he Is doing 
can put his moralizing into his speech and 
manner in a way that it cannot be lost. 


» How hard it may be for the teacher to be- 


gin to reach some of these children is as- 
‘tomishing. I had a boy under first lesson 
conditions in hisown home. I spent the hard- 
est hour and a half I ever spent trying to 
awaken the first spark‘ of interest. Sud- 
denly a railroad train ran past and he looked 
out interestedly. It was a happy thought; % 
asked him the number on the locomotive and 
he told me. That was the beginning of that 
boy's awakening. 

I have found it true among nearly all 
classes of these children that few individuals 
are so defectivé that they have not some

a ready to wear creation of which he knows

Today the catth man in Wyoming occa- 
sionally buys a bunch of yearling steers in 
Texas at a bargain and they are shipped 
1,500 miles by rail to the bunch grass coun- 
try. At 3 years old they are loaded int- 
trains and started to the Chicago markét, an- 
other 1,500 miles away. But some one tn 
Iowa, where the corn grows big, takes them 
from the train for a month’s “ finishing “’ 
on a diet of Indian corn, after which they 
are reloaded into trains and sent to the 
Chicago stockyards.

Fo meet this need the West Side Y. M. Cc. 
“A.. which operates its own summer camp 
“for boys at Lake Membosha, Monroe county, 


where the office boys can get a week's out- 


ine for $5.50, started a pian of week end 
hikes and camping trips. ‘I'his plan follows 
closely the system of the origina! office boy 
campers. A group of ten or twelve members 
of the boys’ department start off Friday 
jevening or Saturday morning by trolley or 
‘train to some nearby camping ground on 
‘the seashore or by a river. 

, They pitch camp and stay over Sunday 
“@hich is spent in quiet walks and a camptire

‘fare, and their three days cost them from 
$1.50 up to $2 foreverything. Supplementing 
‘these outdoor camping trips are the * hikes ”’ 
jeach Saturday, on which boys are taken for 


long tramps through beautiful suburben dis- - 


‘tricts under the guidance of a naturalist. 

» In winter, these trips have for objective 
some great manufacturing institution, — 
-gmuseums, hayy yards, immigrant statio 
a@nd the public ir¥titutions, 


their ambition‘for the outdoor life the west 
side branch conducts also a motor boating 
school, in Which the students build boats, 
and later, on the rivers, learn to operate 
them. There is also a riding club. in which 
members get fine mounts for about half the 
usual price, and go for long rides in the 
evenings and on holidays. 

But even these facilities do not meet the 
needs of all. There are many who have to 
work so late that they are barred from these 
pleasures, and to give them a chance for out- 
door exercise the association has been com- 
pelled to equip its great athletic field at 
Fifty-seventh street and Elghth avenue, in 
the heart of the city, with electric lights so 
that office bound New Yorkers may exercise 
at night.

These out of door tendencies, however, are 
but a beginning, and there now is being 
planned by the Y. M. C. A. two of the most 
novel suburban communities ever projected. 
Already the search for sites for these two 
Y. M. C..A. towns near New York is being 


prosecuted and every available neighbor- 
hood is being inspected. 

The plan is nothing less than to establish 
on some lake or on the seashore within easy 
commuting distance and low railroad fare 
of New York a suburban boytown, which 
will have for citizens all summer GUO boys, 
grouped into six camps cf leach. To these 
camps, after business, the office boy could 
go every night and have a swim and supper 
and sleep in the open air. On Saturdays and 
Sundays he would find here recreation and 
health amid moral surroundings, and so 
escape the Sunday corner lounging and 
temptation to smoke cigarets and shoot 
craps.

Headquarters for Weddings and Social Affairs. 

Should a wedding or reception be planned by mem- 
bers of the club the clubhouse is the place chosen, as 
a rule, to ‘carry it out. All the bother can be taken 
care of by the club staff under the superintendence 
of Max Koppel, who earned his reputation for effi- 
clent management of large affaira when he ran the old 
Kinsley restaurant. Therefore, the Standard club is 
regarded in quite a proprietary sens3, and justly so, by 
the women, although they are limited to the second 
floor at ordinary times. 

The women also enjoy the big ballroom and thea- 
ter, which will hold from 600 to 700 people. The large 
stage makes possible entertainments which would be 
impracticable in most other clubs in the United States. 
The entertainments of the Standard club are famous 
in Chicago. 

Among the features within the last few months was 
the securing of the entire advanced vaudeville com- 
pahy which was playing at the Auditorium last Decem- 
ber. ‘“‘ Follies of 1907" was another big entertainment. 
On Washington's birthday an operetta, “Who Stole the 
Ham?” composed by Fred Meyer, one of the members 
of the club, was given. Some of the affairs cost as 
much as $2,600 to stage. 


The dining rooms of the club are fit places in which 


to pay tribute to Epicurus. The main dining room is 
in the new German style in green and frescoed. Large 
green metal lamps swing by heavy chains from the cell- 
ing, carrying electric lights. They were made especially 
for the club by one of the most cunning craftsmen in 
art metal work in Chicago. Steins have been applied 
lavishly in decoration in furtherance of the German 
scheme. It is almost needless to say that the table 
appointments are full in keeping. 

The chef, Henry Eisinger, says that he has the best 
appointed kitchen in CUhicago.

OW would you look if the two sides of your 
face matched? Or, if you are a man, how 
would the woman you iove look if the two 
sides of her face matoched—if she had a 
perfect and undistorted countenance? It

v | So"; it nant and declare that she has a‘“ perfect 
face” and that the two sides of it do 
match. The chances are a million to one thaé you are 
fondly mistaken about it. ,The chances are that her 
mouth is crooked and that the eyebrow to which you 
dedicate your sonnet is imperfectly arched. The 
chances are that one eye equinte a little and that her 
face is just a trifle lopsided. 

But do not worry about it. She is aj) the nore 
beautiful and charming on that account. If her fea- 
tures were perfect—if the two sides of her face really 
matched—she would not be half so lovely as she is. 

_The most beautiful thing in the world is a woman's 
face. It is more beautiful than a flower, or a sunset, or 
a shimmering sea beneath the light of the moon. It has 
been called “the one perfect thing in an imperfect 
world.’ 

The artists and students of beauty, however, long 
have known that the “perfect face” of the beautiful 
woman is an illusion. It .is not perfect. However 
atatuesque and charming it may look the most perfect 
face falis far short-of the accepted standards of beau- 
ty. There is no woman whose face ig molded on ab- 
solutely correct lines. There is no woman whose eyes 
are not too far apart or too near together, whose brow 
is not too low or too high or too wide, whose mouth 
is not too‘large or too small, whose nose is not too 
retroussé or too big or too little. There are no per- 
fect features.

Camera Makes a New Discovery. 


But this is not the worst of it. The artists have al- 
Ways thought that while imperfect in feature, each 
beautiful face was harmonious as a whole, that it 
was symmetrical, that the different parte of it matched 
with each other, even if they did not conform to the 
Classical Vines of beauty. The modern scientific pho- 
tographer, however, has been experimenting, with 
somewhat startling results. With his camera, which 
cannot tell a lie, he has proved that the so-called “ per- 


fect face” of the beauty in reality is lopsided, mis- 
shapen—that it does not “ match.” 

It is granted that Marguerite Frey is the most 
beautiful woman in America. It is extremely probable 
that the great international jury of beauty will find 
that she is the most beautiful woman in the whole 
wérld. Yet Tye TRIBUNE photographer is able to show 
that the two sides of this incomparable face do not 
match. 


The process adopted by the man with tha camera 


is peculiar, but incontrovertible. He takes a photo- 
graph of the face and carefully divides it into halves. 
He rephotographs the right half of the face and re- 
verses it, so that it appears to be the left half. Then 
he applies the reversed right half to the actual right 
half, thus making a completed picture of the face as 
it would be if the left half matched the right. The 
sulting photograph shows an entirely new face.

With Two “ Left Sides’’ to the Face. 


In a similar way the face may be composed of two 
left sides, and a third picture appears. All three of 
the faces look alike, of course. They would be recog- 
nized easily as likenesses of the same woman. But the 
characteristics, and to some extent the character, 
change from one photograph to another. 

In most of the experiments made by THE TRIBUNE 
photographer a peculiar result was noted. As the ma- 
jority of people seem to be right handed, so the major- 
ity of beautiful women seem to be “ right faced.” That 
side of the entire body, it would seem, develops more 
than the other side. In most instances, the composite 
photograph of the two right sides of the face shows 
greater strength of character. The face is longer, 
heavier, and stronger. 

On the gether hand, the face composed of two left 
sides is more delicate, more piquant, than the original 
face. Yet it cannot be said to be more beautiful. That 
is a secret which neither the artist nor the photogra- 
pher can explain. The woman's natural face, unsym- 
metrical, even slightly distorted as it is, distinctly is 
more charming than ¢he unnatural face composed either 
of two right sides or two left sides which match.

During the course of his investigations THe TRIB- 
INE photographer applied the reversal process tu the 
saces cf some of the most beautiful ana best known 
woinen of Chicago. The result in a few instances is 
shown on this page. 

In the central picture Mrs. Potter Palmer is shown 
as she really is. Then as she would look if the left 
side of her face matched the right. Here the lower part 
of the face is distinctly heavier. It is the same Mrs. 
Palmer with whose photograph all the readers of THE 
TRIBUNE are familiar, but it has lost much of that 
sweet dignity that appears in the real face shown in the 
central picture. 

Mrs. Palmer’s face also is shown as it would look if 
the right side matched the left Here the face is short- 
er and rounder, more delicate, It is still Mrs. Palmer, 
but she possesses new .characteristics. Some of the 
beauty is lost and there is a distinct falling off in the 
charming seriousness and strength which the public 
so much admires in her pictured face. 

The differences in the three faces shown’ of Mrs. 
Stanley Field are even more marked. It will not be 
difficult for readers to see that the real Mrs. Field is 
far more beautiful than she would be if the two sides 
of her face matched. The same thing is true in the case 
of Mrs. Hazel Martin Trudeau and Mrs. Joseph G.

Doll Has Only “ Perfect” Face. 


Nature is wiser than the artists. The doll’s face is 
the only perfect. face—the only face the, two sides of 
which’ match perfectly. It ds the variations, the 
changing lines, the irregularities that go to make up 4 
real harmony of expression much greater and more 
beautiful than a -mere mechanical justness of propor- 
tion could be. 

It is the imperfections which reveal and illuminate 
character—no one can tell why—and yet the greatest 
artist, Nature,,gets the effects she strives after, and the 
result ie beauty. The fact that one eyelid may droop 4 
little, that one nostril may dilate a little, that one eye- 
brow may arch a little more than the other, would seem 
to mean nothing, and yet it makes all the difference in 


the world. 
“1 think the old Greeks understood something about 


this beauty of irregularity,” says a well known sculptor. 


“There is one classic piece of marble, the work of one 
of the world’s greatest masters, that is known to a few 
initiate artists to be imperfect. It looks all right to the 
eye, but one day when a copyist was taking measure- 
aents he found a perceptible difference in width from 
the center of the nose to the emtreme corners o: the 
two eyes. He noted this, and upon making additional 
measurements found other irregularities in the features. 
“This fact was not made public. It was set down 
as carelessness on the part of the great master. It was 
thought to be shocking that a man who had been re- 
vered for centuries should have been guilty of such 
haste and negligence. The fact was whispered around 
among the artists, who did not dare to criticise the 
work of the idolized sculptor.

Imitating the Irregularities of Nature. 


“Yet it seems to me that he was only imitating 
nature in these irregularities. He distorted the face on 
purpose, perhaps—why should he not? The work is of 
undying beauty, and it is more natural looking than it 
would be if it were perfect. Perhaps a careful exam- 
ination, made with the most scientific instruments, 
would reveal the fact that many of the master painters 
and sculptors of the world have made seeming biunders 
and irregularities of set purpose in imitation of nature. 

“After all, does not the chief distinction between 
mechanical objects and creations of art lie just in’ ‘this 
fact—that one is machine made and “perfect” and the 
other has all those subtle but imperfect characteristics 
that betray the personality of the artist? The engraved 
line of letters on the calling card is irregular, yet it 
looks graceful when compared with the stiff and ugly 
line of type, every letter of which is mechanically per- 
fect. The line drawn with a free stroke of the pen 
is more beautiful than the line drawn with a ruler. 
The crooked, wandering stream is more beautiful than 
the canal or the irrigating ditch laid out by the sur- 
veyor. 

“It strikes you as awful at first thought that a 
woman with a ‘lopsided’ face should be more beauti- 
ful than she would be if her face was straight, if the 
two sides perfectly matched each other. Yet that is 
what the artists say, and that is what the new scien- 
tific photographer has proved, with his process of re- 
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“

Glimpses of Real Magyar Life. 

While Chicago has some of the most prominent 
Hungarians in the country, while some. of the richest 
and most influential families of the Magyar nation 
live within the city proper, it is to South Chjcago that 
we must go for a glimpse of the real Hungarian life, 
politeness, and chivalry. We will not find here the 
waving cornfields and green meadows which surround- 
ed the Magyar in his native village in Hungaria. But 
we will find many of the customs, traditions, and 
chivalrous ways of life which characterized the Hun- 
garian peasant or city laborer in his native country. We 
see the Hungarian twirling his long, thin mustache. 
We see him with his unbounded love for life and the 
pleasures which it Wolds out to those who know how 
to take them. We see the politeness which excels that 
of a Prince de Sagan, Boni de Castellane, or other 
French nobleman. 

The beautiful prairies are missing in South Chi- 
cago, and if they are there near by the Hungarian has 
no time to go and see them and live among them. 
But the steel mills are there, with their hundreds of 
chimneys, incessant noise and roar, and ever leaping 
and rising flames, and become part of his life. They 
engross all his thoughts and weave themselves with the 
memories of home.

Mightily Impressed by the Steel Mills. 
“It is curious,” said a noted Hungarian, “ how the 
steel mills of South Chicago are beginning to find their 


.way into the Hungarian life in America. The Hun- 


garian is by nature a poet. Evesy Hungarian youth 
writes verses to his sweetheart. The peasant boy who 
has not enough education to put his thoughts into 
written words makes up his own sungs and parodies. 
In South Chicago these songs, springing from the 
heart of the people, are a mixture of longing for 
home and awe and admiration for the steel] mills, 
which seem to hold destiny in their hands. 

“Some day a man interested in folk songs will 
gather the folklore which now is being woven about the 
steel] mills of South Chicago, and these will be the be- 
ginnings of Hungarian history on American soil- New 


York, of course, has a great many more Hungarians 


than Chicago has. So also has Cleveland. But it is in 
South Chicago where the typical Hungarian settlement 
in America will be found. 
= 
Love Inspires Youth to Poetry. 

“I have listened to seme of these Hufigarian-Amer- 
ican songs and have been astonished at their strength. 
Thus where the youth in Hungaria would liken the flery 
eyes of his sweetheart to the rays of the burning 
sun, the Hungarian youth in South Chicago likens them 
to» the leaping flames which rise from the converters 
of: the steel mills. 

“* While I stand and work here in the steel mills,’ 
runs one of these songs, ‘I think of you, my soul. In the 
leaping flames I see your eyes. The clouds of smoke 
which hang over my head remind me of your dark 
brown wavy hair. The sparks of fire which fly all 
about'me remind me of your pretty teeth when you open 
your lips in a smile.’ 
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“Crude as these expressions are, they are effective 
and will win the heart of a Hungarian girl.” 

But not alone in South Chicago do the steel mills 
impress the Hungarian people. Stoies about the steel 
mills go back to the old world and there are woven into 
fantastic fairy tales. 

“I was surprised,” said a Hungarian-American 
lawyer, “to find how. deeply American life is cutting 
its way into Hungapy. I visited my. native country a 
little over a-year ago and there’ everywhere I came 
across people who were telling me the wonders of 
America and Chicago.

Fairy Land to Hungarian Mind. 

The wonders are not of the Chicago that we know, 
but the Chicago which they have evolved in their 
minds from the stories which were told to them by men 
who had been in this country and have returned to 
Hungary. 

“In the country especially is Chicago famous. 
There Chicago is frequently divided into the Big Chi- 
eago and the Little Chicago. Big Chicago,.I learned 
was the city proper. Little Chicago is South Chicago 
where the most typical Hungarian colony is located. 

“The steel mills of South Chicago are there spoken 
of by children in the same way as children of more 
enlightened parents speak about various chivalrous 
personages, dragons and caves. They picture the fur- 
naces where iron is melted as we pictured to our- 
selves purgatory when we were young. A Dante or 
Milton could not make the’ steel mills appear’ more 
startling, more gigantic. But together with this ele- 
ment of awe there always goes the other side of the 
story, the fact that in the steel mills one can make 
money. One can get rich there and independent. It 
may seem like an exaggeration, but it is a fact that in 
every village I visited I found almost every child: in- 
terested in America, in ita huge factories and giant 
industries. 3 

“What characterizes the Hungarian girl?” asked a 
Magyar physician. “Music, music, and music. Every 
Hungarian boy is a poet and every Hungarian girl is a 
musician. Every Magyar girl in Chicago, whom poverty 
had not forced to go to the factory before she had 
time to get a glimpse of the world, plays some instru- 
ment, and plays it well. In Hungary our women are 
fond of racing horses. In this country, where every 
one has to earn his bread, Our women cannot go rid- 
ing for pleasure. They must deprive themselves of a 
good many of the pleasures which a life of leisure in 
Hungaria naturally would bring with it. Still, whether 
rich or poor, he love for music is cherished in the Hun- 
garian home. You will find that every father who earns 
enough to make a living has enough to pay for his 
daughter’s music 1l¢sson.”

Make Frequent Trips to Native -Land. 

Like a good many other foreigners, the Hungarian 
is constantly planning to return to his native land. 
where Tokay wine is much cheaper than it is here. In 
time, however, this longing for home changes to a 
longing for a flying visit to Hungary, an& this- most 
Hungarians generally accomplish. Every Hungarian 
who can afford it takes a trip to his native land at one 
time during his life at least. Those who can afford it 
visit their native country every two or three years and 
bring back with them wonderful stories about the re- 
markable growth of Budapest.

Mr. Roberts said most everybody admitted 
the currency system lacked elasticity; that 
there ought to be something to meet the 
varying demands of commerce. Everything 
that happened last fall had been predicted 
again and again, and what happened then 
might have happened in any preceding fall. 

But nobody yet had answered the ques- 
tion how elasticity could be prevented from 
becoming plain expansion. 

Reason for Reserve Power.” 

“ Periods of prosperity,”’ said Mr. Roberts, 
“pile up indebtedness, which eventually 
reach a point where there is a revulsion, and 
panic and stagnation set in. 


possible. This fact makes it important there 
should be a reserve force somewhere. 

“ All over the world last year conditions 
were much the same, but everywhere in 
Kurope the banks were equal to the strain. 
On>the contrary, in the United States the 
banks gave way just when their help was 
most needed, and that breakdown was the 
cause of the depression, trom which we have 
not yet recovered. 

“The effect of the New York fall 
spread to the west, where the inability of 
solvent banks and firms to meet their obliga- 
tions was unnecessary and due to am infiexi- 
bie currency.” 

Mr. Roberts read letters received by his 
bank last fall. One was from Texas saying 
there was plenty of cotton for export, but it 
could not be moved because the bank refused 
to discount the bills of exchange. 
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Explains Central Bank Idea. 

Mr. Roberts said the resources of the coun- 
try should be organized so as to be avail- 
able in case of need. Everywhere else thig 
was done. He cited the Bank of France and 
the Imperial Bank of Germany as illustra- 
tions of the central system. 

The organization of the Chicago banks in 
the panic suggests the natiralgolution, ac- 
cording to Mr. Roberts. 

‘*Let us have a central bank—suppose one 
of $1€0,000.000 capital. with each national 
bank and state bank a stockholder,” he said.

Mexico Beginning to Prepare 
for Its First Real Prest- 
dential Election. 


ONE MAN HOSTILE TO U. 8. 


Relations with This Country Are 
Sure to Be an Issue; Present 
President Not to Dictate. 


Mexico City, Mexico, May 9.—[Special.]— 
The announcement made a few weeks ago by 
President Porfirio Diaz that he would retire 
from office when his present term expires in 
October, 1910, was the signal for the begin- 
ning of activity on the part of the men who 
aspire to become his successor as chief ex- 
ecutive of the country. It is only a little more 
than two years until a new man must be 
chosen president of the republic. 

President Diaz's determination not to ac- 
cept another term is irrevocable. He will 
have reached the age of 80 years when hie 
preserit term expires. He says he desires to 
epend the few years that he hopes will be 
left hien of Hfe in quiet rest and enjoyment. 
It is considered e that he will 
visit any foreign country. He has long had 
a desire to visit Durope and to spend some 
time in France, but he is said to have given 
— long contempleted pleasure. 

is barely possibile that he may vieit the 
United States after his retirement from of- 
fice, but in the absence of any definite plan 
his future movements in that reepect are 
wneertain. Above all things he desires to see 

a continuation of the peace and prosperity of 

Mexico, and it is said by men who know him 

best that he will want to remain close to the 

seat of government for a time after a change 
pt administration is made, in order to lend 

a helping hand to those in power if trouble 

ef any kind which might threaten to imperil 

the smooth sailing of the ship of state should 
arise. 
The indications now point to a fair and open 


fight between the different political elements yt 


of Mexico for the control of the federal ma- 
chinery of the government upon the retire- 
ment of President Dias. By this it is meant 
thatét_js likely that there will be no_arbi- 
trary or perfunctory choice m&de of the man 
who is to oceupy the chair of chief executive, 
but that the free exercise of the ballot to 
determine who the masses want will be al- 
lowed, for the first time in the history of

President Diaz would name his own eucces- 
sor; that he had this man and that man in 
training for the high office. That heisina 
position to exercise such a dictatorship can 
scarcely be questioned. It is said, however, 
on reliable authority that he does not intend 
doing #0. He may have his preference, but 
if so no one knows who the man is. At the 
time the office of vice president was created 
a few years ago and Ramon Corral was 
brought from the distant state of Sonoro and 
installed in that position it was said by many 
people that President Diaz wanted to make 
Corral his successor. It developed as time 

passed that Mr. Corral was no more the 
_ stains A of the president than other men who 
surrounded him. 

It is well known that he has the highest re- 
jgard for his minister of finance, José Y. 
‘ Limantour, a whom he intrusted some of the 
greatest and most momentous government 

roblems, of which the acquiring and merg- 
ne of the principal railroads of the country 
may be.cited. Another man in whom Presi- 
dent Diaz has the greatest confidence is Gen. 
Bernardo Reyes, former secretary of war 
and who for many years has occupied the 
position of constitutional governor of the 
state of Nuevo Leon. It has been reported 
fr time to time in the foreign press that 
Gen. yes was not in sympathy with Presi- 
dent Diaz’s administration and that he was 
at the head of ah opposition party who pro- 
posed to stir up all sorts of trouble when a 
favorable opportunity occurred. It is known 
thatthere was no foundation for these re- 
ports. Gen. Reyes not only stated over his 
own signature that he was an ardent sup- 
porter of Diaz’s governmental policy, but 
ether circumstances plainly refuted the 
charge that he was against him. Gen. Reyes’ 
retirement from the secretary of war port- 
folio was wholly voluntary on his part. As 
governor of the state of Nuevo n and 
commander of the military zone which bor- 
ders on the Rio Grande, he occupies positions 
of the greatest importance to the govern- 


ment. 
Candidates Described. 


A concrete analysis of the existing political 
situation in Mexico shows that there are 
three aspirants for the presidency to succeed 
President Diaz. They are Ramon Corral, 
José Y. Limantour, and Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes. These men are each avowed candi- 
Gates for the high office to the extent that 
they are now permitting their repective 
friends to begin aigns in their behalf 
throughout the republic. Mr. Corral has been 
the most active of the three candidates in 
promoting hée political interests among the 
people. He began his active campaign im- 
mediately upon the public announcement 
that President Diaz would not accept an- 
other term of office. Mr. Corral is said to be 


forming a political organization that is to 


extend to all parts of the country. 
: Among the men who are giving him their 
» active support are Attorney Rafael Reyes

~-elty; Lorenzo Elizaga, member of congress; 
' Col. Felix Dtaz, chief of police of this city; 
Rosendo Pineda of this city, and Jesus Z. 
‘Moreno, who conducts a new Spanish daily 
mewspaper called El Piloto in Monterey.

a eekly publications favorable to Mr. Corral’s 
candidacy have recently been established in 
the cities of Chihuahua, Hermosillo, Torreon. 
Guadalajara, and other places. A noticeable 
thing about all these papers is that they are 
rabidly anti-American in their editorial and 
news policy. El Imparcial of this city has 
long been noted for its opposition to all things 
American. It is considered surprising that 
American interests in Mexico should be made 
thé subject of constant attack by the news- 
papers which are promoting the candidacy of 
Mr. Corral for president. One of the chief 
objects of these newspapers seems to be to 
arouse the enmity of the Mexicans against 
the Americans. This course, which is being 
followed by the chief supporters of Mr. Cor- 
ral, is causing speculation among the Ameri- 
cans of this country as to whether the same 
liberality towards American investments and 
interests in this country that has always 
been shown by President Diaz would be con- 
tinued should Mr. Corral ve advanced to the 
presidency. 

These Two Like Americans. 

Both Mr. Limantour and Gen. Reyes are 
known to be strongly pro-American in their 
sentiments. They have no fear of American 
industrial aggressiom; on the contrary, they 
welcome foreign capital and immigration. In 
view of the fact that there are not less than 
$800,000,000 of American capital already in- 
vested in Mexico, and that the golden stream 
ie pouring into the country at the rate of 
many thousands of dollars a month, the ques- 
tion of the probable attitude of the succeed- 
ing administration towards investments al- 
ready made and those that might be offered 
in the future is of deep concern to Ameri- 
cans. It is not surmised that whoever might 


succeed President Diaz in power would par- | 


alyze American interests at one fell stroke, 
but there are many ways that it could be 
shown that foreign capital is net wanted to 
develop the country’s resources. Under tne 
wise administration of President Diaz and 
through the selection of governors of his own 
choice for the several different states, the 
policy of encouraging the investment of cap- 
ital from the United States and other foreign 
countries has been widespread. Gen. Ber- 
nardo Reyes, through his administration of 
the affairs of the state of N o Leon, has 
been the direct means of bringing many 
millions of dollars of American capital into 
the city of Monterey and the mining dis- 
tricte of that state. Monterey has grown 
from a listless, idle town of 20,000 people to 
a busy industrial city of 90,000 during the 
last fifteen or eighteen years. This wonder-

But Mexico has made wonderful 
progress in education during‘ the lest thirty 
years. Dictatorship may be called in to 
settle the contest that is now on, but it is 
conceded by all who are in close touch with 
the existing sentiment of the people that no 
attempt to place any man in the chief execu- 
tive by recourse to arms will be made. 

The contest for the presidency that is now 
being waged is confined to the official and 
business element of the country. It has not 
yet reached the magses, except through the 
newpapers, and then in such an indirect way 
as to provoke little interest or knowledge 
of the true situation. The time has not yet 
arrived for the open, public advocacy of any 
particular candidate for the presidency, but 
the preliminary plans are weing carefully 
arranged, it is evident. 

If the contest between Corral, Rdcshiionie 
and Reyes is fought out asa straight politi- 
cal game, it cannot be foretold at this time 
which one of them will be the winner. Bach 
man has a la following among the gov- 
ernment offi and business element.

This last is a fact which property owners 
in these districts, as weil as real estate brok- 
ers, generally have understood only too well 
for some time, and there can be little doubt 
that the excessive taxes assessed against 
most of these outside properties in the face 

of no actual advance in values in most in- 
stances, together with the special assess- 
ment burden, has,operated to the decided 
detriment of the market in this class of

é tter Protests from Outside. - 
Nonresidemt owners bitterly have protested 

against the doubling of their taxes, while 

the market values of their properties have 

not\increased at all in many instances, and 


these strong proteste unquestionably have. 


had a deterring effect upon other nonres- 
identa who might have contemplated making 
investments here. 

The bitter complaints of residents here, 
especially smail property owners, aleo have 
operated to keep mamy small local investors 
from making purchases, they figuring it 
would be cheaper for them to inveat their 
money in other ways and continue to be 
renters than to assume the excessive bur- 
dens of home owners. 

For these reasons the promises held out 
by Mr. Upham will be watched with much 
tnterest, for in addition to the complaints of 
those directly interested there is a genera! 
feeling that it clearly ts an injustice to place 
om the shoulders of this outside property, 
which goodness knows hes seen hard times 
enough during the last ten or twelve years, 
the burdens of greatly increased taxation. 


Board Collects Ammunition. 


In a series of monthly meetings of the 
board of review held during the winter plans 
were outlined, it is said, for correcting the 
abuses complained of. Information has 
been accumulated, it is said, concerning prop- 
erties which have been overtaxed, and when 
the regular sessions of the board are held 
this summer these will be heard first, and 
then any other complaints which may be 
brought to the attention of the board. 

It is claimed that a series of unavoidable 
circumstances was responsible for the ex- 
- | comively high assessments complained of. 

said that although the board of review 
was in session two months longer than 
usual the final assessments of many pieces 
of property how under investigation were not 
made by the board of assessors until too late 
for the reviewing body to pass upon them. 

There undoubtedly is much to thie, but at 
the same time many brokers and agents had 
the painful experience of going before the 
board of review with the assessors’ figures 
and stating these were much beyond the ask- 
ing price of the property—double in some in- 
stances—only to have the assessors’ figures 
confirmed. Perhaps the board of review is 
prepared to take up these cases again, as it 
certainly should. 

In any event, it is to be hoped that some- 
thing approaching a@ generally fair equaliza- 
tion of the values of this outside property 
will be made, ag it unquestionably has been 
assessed in many instances beyond all reason. 


Weather Affects Market. 

The week's market was productive of few 
important developments, while business in the 
cheaper clas of properties was not up to the 
mark of the last few weeks. This is thought 
to be due, probably, to the unusually inclem- 
ent weather of the week, which was about 
as bad for getting out and seeing property as 
well could be imagined. Still, a generally 
good undertone is reported, with much in- 
quiry along the line of the Northwestern ele- 
vated road Evanston extension. 

In the downtown district the official an- 
nouncement that James O. Heyworth had 
acquired the leasehold interest of the Chicago 
Musical college in the Freer estate property 


at 249 Michigan avenue, was one.of the most . 


interesting developments of the week. It is 
interesting not only because of the consider- 
ation paid by Mr. Heyworth, $65,000, but also 
because of the uses to which the contemplated 
improvements on the property are likely to be 
put. 

The consideration is interesting because the 
Ziegfelds are said to have refused an offer 
of $100,000 for the leasehold about a year ago, 
while there is a possibility that the proposed 
new building, instead of being seven stories 
high as originally contemplated, may be six- 
teen stories high, with the upper stories given 
over to the Blackstone hotel, which is said 
now to be practically a sure thing. In any 
event, a handsome building will be erected 
on the property, which should further help 
property along that part of the avenue.

Clyde Fitch, whose fiftieth play, « comedy 
called “‘ Girls,”’ will be seen at the Chicago 
opera house early in June, has had en in- 
teresting time of it since he began to aoa 
for the stage. He was Richard Mansfield’s 
secretary when he wrote “ Beau Brummel, 
his first attempt at play meking, and his 
success Was the more remarkable as he was 
then a slim young man in his early twenties. 

Following this play, in which Mr. Mansfield 
was so successful, Mr. Fitch wrote “ His 
Grace de Grammont” and “ Rees Le- 
maitre,” both of which made successes, and 
the young man felt that he was on the high 
road to success. But for some unknown and 
unaccountable reason the managers who had 
greeted the young playwright so warmly 
suddenly, became wary, and for eight long, 
weary, and disheartening years he besieged 
their offices in vain. 

Finally he prevailed upon a manager to 
launch “ The Moth andthe Flame.” It was 
an instant success, From that time on Mr. 
Fitch steadily has gained in popularity, and 
at one time five of his plays were being pre- 
sented on Broadway simultaneously.

But. while managers have not been slow to 
produce Mr. Fitch’s works, success has not 
always followed.

Mr. Fitch tried his hand at making a play 
from “ Sapphe’’ and succeeded in fashion- 
ing a vehicle in which Olga Nethersole made 
a sensation. ‘‘The Cowboy and the Lady "’ 
is another Fitch succéss, and “ Barbara 
Frietchie ’’ served Julia Marlowe well for two 
seasons.

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SIGHTSEEING IN THE CITIES. 
- Sightseeing in American cities has now 
. sen to the dignity of an art on the part 
_ “of the seers and to that of an occupation 
-. on the part of those who guide these seers. 
Formerly it was not considered that there 
were enough objects of interest in a' new 
ity .to justify enterprises devoted to ex- 
-peditious methods of revelation, and the 
‘gightseer stumbled about unaided, made 
his own discoveries, and came to his own’ 
conclusions. But now in the large cities 
this same seer may, if he 0 chooses, join 
(jg party of other investigators who at a 
“moderate price are givep a rapid survey 
-@f the city and some information as to the 
chief objects of interest. 
Perhaps the time is coming when that 
rt of private hospitality which consists 


: showing guests about will be relegated 


. Accepting for the sake of prefent dis- 
cussion President Harahan’s assertion 
that the electrification of railroad termi- 
nals is as yet in the “™ experimental! 
stage,” it may not be deemed irrelevant 
to call his attention to certain “ experi- 
mente” reported by the BHlectric Trunk 
Line Age. 

The facts are drawn from an address 
on the financial aspects of the New York 
Central railroad’s ambitious and impor- 
tant “experiment” in electrification read 
by Mr. W. J. Wilgus before the Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers. 

In order to make a fair comparison of 
steam and electric equipment—that is, a 
comparison under like conditions in a 
regular service—a typical steam switching 
engine and a typical steam passenger en- 
gine in actual service were compared in 
the same class of traffic with electric lo- 
comotives. “Observers constantly rode the 
locomotives, cyclometers and wattmeters 
registered actual distances, speed, and 
energy consumption, and accurate record 
was kept of number of cars hauled and 
of the proportion of time each day en- 
gaged in actual service, awaiting duty, 
and laid up for inspection and repairs.” 

The results were as follows: Average 
daily cost for interest, depreciation, re- 
pairs, inspection, and handling for steam 
locomotive, $13.01; for electric lodomotive, 
$10.49. 

With anthracite for terminal service 
at $5 per ton and bituminous for road 
service at $3.50 per ton, and electric en- 
ergy at 2.6 per kilowatt hour, the total 


‘cost per 1,000 car ton miles in switching 


service was, for steam locomotives, $21.01; 
for electric locomotives, $16.53; in road 
service for steam locomotives, $2.77; for 
electric locomotives, $2.02. 

Allowance must be made for the fact 
that the fixed charges and depreciation of 
the electric locomotive owing to greater 
initial cost are greater than those of the 
steam locomotive. But it was found that 
the net result is in favor of the electric 
locomotive, because of the lower cost of 
repairs and maintenance. 

Summarized, the results under the condi- 
tions of the New York terminal show the 
advantages of the electric equipment over 
the steam to be as follows: 

Nineteen per cent saving in locomotive repairs 
and fixed charges; 18 per cent saving. in dead time 
for repairs and inspections; 25 per cent greater 
daily ton mileage; il per cent saving in locomo- 
tive ton mileage in switching service, 16 in road 
service; 21 per cent net saving in coset in switching 
service, 27 in road service. 

The broader advantages of electrifica- 
tion are found to be: “ The abolition of 
nuisances incident to steam locomotives, 
the increased capacity of the Grand Cen- 
tral terminal, the promise of a saving of 
from 12 to 27 per cent in cost of opera- 
tion after providing for increased capital 
charges due to electrification, and the 
outlook of a large future growth of re- 
munerative traffic.” 

Surely these are considerations for rail- 
road men. And they are also considera- 
tions for the people of the city of Chi- 
cago, the long suffering breathers of coal 
dust, and gas, and cinders, the long suf- 
fering housewives and payers of the great 
charge to depreciation in health and goods 
we of Chicago make under the head of 
* smoke.” 

Electrification must come before long. 
It is time to make a practical beginning 
now. 


PROTECTING THE TRAVELER. 

It is astonishing that the investigation 
begun on Friday by the [linois Commer- 
cial Men’s association. never has been 
tried before. The association, which is a 
traveling men’s insurance organization, 
has been impelled by the Aveline hotel 
tragedy to undertake an examination of 
the safety of hotels throughout the United 
States. 

Secretary Cavenaugh has sent out an 
appeal calling attention to the case of the 
Fort Wayne hotel which proved a firetrap. 
He asks that travcling salesmen report 
upon all the hotels they consider danger- 
ous or ciently equipped with fire pro- 
tection. The association promises to send 
an expert inspector. to each of these hotels 
and their proprietors will be asked to make 
advisable alterations and put in proper 
fire escapes or other protective devices. 
Where this request is not complied with 
the traveling salesmen’s associations and 
the insurance companies will be notified. 
Better fire laws and ordinances also will 
be asked for where necessary. 

The Illinois association deserves the 
thanks and the codperation of the whole 
traveling public for this movement, which 
should be pushed vigorously throughout 
the country by individuals and associa- 
tions. The traveler is in many towns ab- 
solutely at the mercy of the careless or 
indifferent hotelkeeper. He often has no 
choice but to put up at a house he knows 
to be dangerous. Usually he has no 
means of knowing whether his lodging is 
safe or not. It i@ difficult to realize how 
he has gone so long and suffered so much 
without a definite attempt at self-protec- 
tion. Certainly this is one of the striking 
instances of our American . heedlessness, 
which piles up in the eggrégate its shock- 
ing annual totals of injury and death. 


“ ORGANIZATION *A TICKETS. 

It used to be the custom for the “ lead- 
ers ”’—the men who had batches of dele- 
gates they could vote as they pleased—to 
hold a caucus a few hours before a coun- 
ty convention met and make up the 
ticket. The direct primary law has put 
an end to that custom, but the men who 
followed it have by no means given up 
“ slate-making.” There was no reason to 
believe that they would. Men who have 
been in the business for years do not 
abandon it merely because a law which 
makes old methods impracticable has been 
enacted. They resort ‘to new méthods. 

The republican county committee has 
appointed a subcommittee to frame an or- 
ganization ticket for county officers to be 
submitted to the voters at the August 
primaries. Probably the democratic com- 
mittee will do the same. When an or- 
ganization ticket shall have been patched 
up efforts will be made to secure for It 
at the primaries the solid vote of every 
man the organization can control. This 
program has been denounced as an at- 
tempt to nullify the direct primary law, 
but it is the program which almost every- 
body who gave the matter any thought 
‘presumed would be adopted. 

The extent to which this new program 
will be a success will depend upon the 
voters and the candidates who are not on 
the organization ticket. There is nothing 
to hinder those candidates, if there are 
not too many after the same offices, from 
getting up their srganization, combining 


their forces, and making their united ap- |

didates would get the nominations. 

There are objections to the formation 
of a combine by ward committeemen to 
secure nominations for themselves or their 
friends. But such a combine is not so 
powerful as it was a few years ago. 
Then any ticket it might make up was 
submitted to a docile convention which 
did whatever it was ordered to. Now it 
will be necessary to get a plurality of the 
votes at the primaries, If the voters take 
any interest in the primaries that will be 
a difficult matter unless the combine puts 
up the best men. 


THE REAL ESTATE MEN. 

Real estate men from various parts of 
the country are to be the guests of the 
Chicago real estate board for several 
days. 
casions are to be extended. The “ sights ” 
of the city will be shown the visitors. 
There will be addresses on themes of 
public interest. The conventional ban- 
quet will be held. 

An outcome of the gathering is to be 
a national organization of real estate 
men. Such an association has been con- 
templated for a long time. It is strongly 
urged as a means of effective cotperation 
in the general interest of a business 
whose importance and influence have 
steadily increased during recent years. 

While the principal activity of real es- 
tate men must always be local there are 
certain manifest advantages to be secured 
from union of effort and interchange of 
views among those who are engaged in a 
common profession. Conditions are much 
the same in different localities. Laws 
governing real estate-may vary widely. 
There may be distinct advantages in uni- 
Laws regarding taxation differ. 
Uniformity in some directions may be de- 
sirable and possibleif there is general 
agreement. Where a needed reform or 
improvement has been won in one place 
the experience gained by advocates may 
be of great helpfulness to those who seek 
the same advances elsewhere. 

Apart from actual gain there Is an ad- 
vantage which comes from the assocta- 
tion of those who are engaged in com- 


’mon undertakings. The real estate dealer 


is no longer a mere speculator in land or 
buildings. His activities have increased 
until he is recognized among the influen- 
tial forces of the community. His suc- 
cess is often gained by a knowledge of 
many matters not at first counted as 
necessary parts of his-business. He is a 
natural optimist. His interest makes him 
a boomer. In many cases important pub- 
Hic concerns are fostered and encouraged 
by men of this profession. The develop- 
ment of the business has been 60 rapid in 
recent years that it has attracted some 
of the best men in the community. 

The tendency of the times is toward 
nationajization. The real estate men are 
simply doing what others have already 
done. Under the auspices of the men 
who are behind the present movement 
the national association of real estate 
dealers may easily become one of the 
aggressive factors in maintaining the pros- 
perity of the country. When the influ- 
ence and the effectiveness of the Chicago 
real estate board are recalled the oppor- 
tunities before a national organization ap- 
pear to be many. 


THE AGE OF FLYING. 

In our alert and curious age the news 
which goes abroad concerning the experi- 
ments of the Wright brothers with the 
aeroplane is not likely to fail of response 
from the imagination. Rather, under the 
spur of the sensational journalist, we are 
likely to overestimate its importance. 
The pendulum has swung far from the 
wonderless days which watched so dully 
the earlier triumphs of applied science. 


“Nowadays we are disposed to see too 


much rather than too little in the cloud- 
land of the future. 

Yet the facts credibly reported from the 
Nerth Carolina experiment ground are 
remarkably encouraging. The flight of 
Friday was only a mile and a half, but 
control was reasonably satisfactory, and 
after some further changes in steering 
gear a longer flight will be tried. The 
layman is wholly unequipped to under- 
stand the technical progress made, but 
what is even to him impressive is the 
fact that invention is now acttlally suc- 
cessful in what may be called the bird’s 
mystery... Men are fiying at last. 

No invention springs from the brain of 
man as Minerva from the head of Jove, 
and the time which is to separate us from 
practical aerial navigation doubtless will 
be longer than our enthusiasm disposes 
us today to expect. Excluding from con- 
sideration the heat engines of Hero of 
Alexandria, and even the mechanisms of 
Giovanni della. Porta, Solomon de Caus, 
and Giovanni Branca in the early part 
of the seventeenth century, we find that 
Edward Somerset, marquis of Worcester, 
made'a really practical steam pump, re- 
ported in 1663. And it was not till ex- 
actly a century later, in 1763, when James 
Watt Invented the heated cylinder, the 
condenser, and other related devices for 
which patents were obtained in 1769, that 
the greater utility of the steam engine 
began. But it was not for sixty years, 
namely, in 1829, that the application of 
the steam engine to railways became a 
practical success in the “ Rocket” of 
George Stephenson. 

But a century of science has equipped 
the inventive genlus with knowledge and 
facilities of which the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries knew nothing. The 
rate of improvement is now much faster, 
md we may with reason look to a 
prompter development of the inventions 
of our day than was possible in the days 
of Watt. We are standing on the thresh- 
old of another epoch. Man has won an-

The lawsuit which has been inaugurated in 
the Court of sion at Edinburgh has al- 
ready had ia caeck of bringing to light, 
first of all, the existence of this office of 
usher of the white rod of Scotland, ignored 
by all save those of whom fees were de- 
manded; then the odd fact that hereditary 
offices of this kind _— <r “? Lagan 
bought and sold; and, finaily, é ng 
ctreuishtanse that in former times Scottish 
peerages, and in particular certain haronies 
of the northern kingdom, were included 
among the assets of bankrupts, and sold for 
the benefit of their creditors to the highest 
bidder. Thus, in the early part of the 
eighteenth century, the now extinct barony 
of Langton was sold, along with the hered- 
itary office of usher of the white rod of 
Scotland, for the benefit of the creditors 
of the bankrupt holder of these.dignities, 
the barony being purchased by a Mr. David 
Gavin for $250,000, while the hereditary ush- 
ership of the white rod of Scotland was 
bought for the sum of §33,000 by Alexander 
Coutts, the London banker and merchant, 
who exercised his duties and prerogatives 
as usher of Scotland at the coronation of 
King George ITI. |

While the barter and sale of the ushership 
of the white rod has continued until com- 
paratively recent times, the practice of thus 
selling a bankrupt peer’s other hereditary 


| honére for tue benefit of his creditors has 


been long since abandoned, and it is easy to 
conceive what an outcry would ensue if the 
government were to propose to revive the 
practice. 

While of course it would bring the great 
names and illustrious titles of the peerage 
into the possession of people with nothing 
but wealth, perhaps of a tainted nature, to 
recommend them, it would at the same time 


4 have the effect of ridding the peerage of 


spendthrifts who through their own extrava- 
gance had involved themselves in more debts 
than they could ever hope to pay, for they 
would be by the fact of their insolvency de- 
prived of their titles and honors for the bene- 
fit of their creditors. 

The office of usher of the white rod of 
Scotland was created by King William, the 
lion of Scotland, who bestowea it upon his 
natural son, Wiliam de Londonnis, and in 
that ancient compilation of laws and customs 
known as the regilam majestratum, mention 
is to be found of a certain Thomas le Usser. 
King Robert II. by a patent dated 1373, and 
still in existence, bestowed the office of the 
white rod of Scotland upon Alexander de 
Cockburn anu his heirs, directing him as 
such to “ attend upon the sovereign at parlia- 
ments and feasts,’’ and further decreeing 
that he should have an: “ allowance for two 
men in armor, two archers, sword bearers, 
and their families.’’ 

Robert III. gave a crown charter of con- 
firmation in favor of the said Alexander de 


Cockburn, besides bestowing upon ‘him the. 


baromes of Langtoune of Boltoune, and of 
Mary Queen of Scots ignored 
the hereditary rights of the Cockburns of 
Langtoune in Berwickshire, gave the office 
to John, fifth earl of Fleming, while Charles 
I. on his accession to the throne accorded it 
to James Maxwell of Innerwick, and went so 
far as to order the imprisonment of Sir Wil:- 
fam Cockburn for having appeared on the 
opening of parliament carrying @ white 
rod before the king without having received 
authority or summons. 
ena 
In 1681 the Cockburn of the day received 


from the crown a confirmation of the office.. 


But in 1757, as stated above, his descendant, 
the head of the house of Cockburn for the 
time being,became bankrupt, and his barony 
of Langtoune and his hereditary office of 
usher of the white rod were sold by order of 
the court of session of Edinburgh for the 
benefit of his creditors. In 1766 the Cock- 
burns managed to. repurchase it, but were 
obliged again to sell in 1790, the purchaser 
being on this occasion Sir Archibald Camp- 
bell, who is said to have paid as much as 
$60,000 for the office. 

In 1805 the office again came into the mar- 
ket and was bought by Mr. Willlam Walker 
of Coats for his second son, Patrick. This 
transaction was officially confirmed, and 
Patrick Walker appeared as usher of the 
white rod at the coronation of George IV. 
in Westminster abbey in 1821], and was 
knighted by the king on that occasion. When 
he died without issue the ushership pur- 
chased for him by his father passed along 
with his estate by the terms of his will to his 
two sisters, Barbara and Mary Walker, who 
left money to build the Episcopal cathedral, 
Church. of St. Mary’s, at Edinburgh, and 
founded for that object the Walker trust. 
At Queen Victoria’s coronation .the claims of 
their nominee or deputy, Col. Ainslie, were 
not allowed, but at King Edward's ocorona- 
tion a few years ago the nominee of the 
Walker trust was more successful. 

The judgment of the Court of Claims wagas 
follows: 

‘On the claim of the Walker trustees to 
exercise the office of usher of the white rod 
of Scotiand by deputy the court adjudges the 
claimants’ right to be present by deputy to 
be approved by his majesty, to be allowed.” 

The Walker trustees submitted for the ap- 
proval of King Edward on that occasion the 
name of Sir George Anderson, treasurer 
of the Bank of Scotland, one of the trustees. 
It received the sanction of the king, and Sir 
George Anderson was present in West- 
minster abbey as usher of the white rod of 
Scotland at the coronation ceremonial. 

ae 


In 1898 the treasury commuted the salary of 
the office—namely: $1,250 a year, at about 
twenty-seven years’ purchase, and an 
amount of about $30,000 was thereby added to 
the Walker trust fund. This, however, did 
not in any way impair the right of the office 
of usher of. the white rod of Scotland to 
exact fees payable by dukes, marquises, 
earls, viscounts, lords, knights, and baronets 
on their creation. 

Of course this right of exacting when 
originally bestowed merely had Scottish 
honors in view. But when Scotland was 
joined to England a couple of hundred years 
ago the claims of the usher of the white rod 
were quietly and automatically extended to 
all the titles of the united kingdom, since no 
more purely Scottish peerages, baronetcies, 
or knighthoods were to be created subse- 
quently to the union. These claims were 
tacitly allowed, and until four years ago 
the board of green cloth, presided over by 
the lord steward of the royal household, col- 
lected these fees and remitted them to the 
trustees. 


os 

Thereupon & doubt wag rafsed in the mind 
of King Edward as to the right of the Walker 
trustees to collect any such fees, and by his 
direction the board of green cloth declined 
to act any longer in the matter, leaving the 
trustees to do their own collecting. The 
treasury, to which the Walker trustees syb- 
sequently appealed, took a similar attitude 
in the matter and expressed its opinion that 
the fees were limited to purely Scottish 
honors. iz 

Strengthened by this attitude, nearly all 
the peers, baronets, and knights who have 
been created since 1904, have resisted the de- 
mands of the trustees, and there are at pres- 
ent no less than 200 knights alone who refuse 
to pay the fees, defying the trustees to do 
their worst, well knowing that the latter 


‘cannot deprive them of their honors and un- 
In fact, the only redresy of 


knight them. 
the trustees is through the Scottish courts, 
and it is probable that these will decide 
against their pretensions. It may be added 
that none of the Walker family remain alive 
and that the plaintiff@are the trustees of the 
trust fund established) by the two maiden sig- 
ters of Sir Patrick Walker, the usher of the 
white rod at the coronation of George Iv.

To the primeval man there was a mighty 
being who ruled his little domain; to the 
warrior there was a great captain; to the 
statesman a glorious king; to every man 
there has been before him his own ideal, the 
highest of which he could conceive, a light 
that went before and led him on.

It was first published in the 
Methodist Episcopal Hymnal in the year of the 
poet’s death. Bryant's poems do not rank high 
when judged by the standards that prevail in 
hymnody; probably this is the best of all his 
hymns, as it certainly is the most popular.)

NS RITISH INDIA’S totally unprovoked

| week has ‘had the effect of bringing 
into activity the treaty between Japan 
and England signed in London’ on 
Aug.12, 1905, that is to say, before the Russo- 
Japanese war had been brought to a con- 
clusion by the peace of Portsmouth. The 
treaty “in question has been so much mis- 
quoted and mi 
worth while to give here such_portions of 
the official version as apply to the present 
situation created by Afghanistan. The most 
important paragraph of the instrument in 
this connection is undoubtedly article 2, 
which reads: ae 

“If by reason of umprovoked attack or 
aggressive action, wherever arising, on the 
part of any other power or powers, either 
contracting party should be involved in war 
in defense of its territorial rights or special 
interests mentioned in the preamble of this 
agreement, the other contracting party will 
at once come .to the assistance of its ally 
and will conduct the war in common, mak- 
ing peace in mutual agreement with it.”’ 

The preamble referred to in the article is 
‘as follows: 

“The governments bf Great Britain and 
Japan, being desirous of replacing the agree- 
ment concluded between them on the 30th 
of January, 1902, by fresh stipulations, have 
agreed upon the following articles, which 
have for their object: 

‘“‘(a) The consolidation and maintenance 
of the general peace In the regions of eastern 
Asia arid of India. ' 

“(b) The preservation of the common in- 
terests of all powers In China by insuring 
the independence‘and integrity of the Chi- 
nese empire and the principle of equal op- 
portunities for commerce and industry of 
all nations in China.” 

“(c) The maintenance of the territorial 
rights of the high contracting parties in the 
regions of eastern Asia and of India and the 
defenge of their special interests in the said 
regions.”’ ~

Careful consideration should be accorded 
to these extracts of the treaty. For on the 
one hand they dispel the widespread appre- 
hension entertained on both sides of the At- 
lantic to the effect that Great Britain was 
bound te support Japan in the event of the 
latter ‘embarking upon a war of aggression 
against the United States, and they demon- 
strate conclusively that the “ special inter- 
ests “ which the “‘ high contracting parties ”’ 
pledge themselves to defend, are confined to 
the “ regions of eastern Asia and of India.” 
On the other ‘hand, article 2 plainly shows 
that Jépan is under an obligation to come 
“at once to the assistance of its ally and 
to conduct the war in common, making peace 
in mutual agreement with it,” without wait- 
ing for any summons for help. Im fact, it 
is a question whether under the terme of 
the treaty of August, 1905, England has the 
right to refuse the armed codperation of 
Japan in punishing the Afghan {nvasion 
should the mikado insist upon taking a hand 
in the conflict. 


é 
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At the time when this agreement between 
England and Japan was concluded one of 
the principal objects which the British 
statesmen engaged in its negotiation had in 
view was the possibility of an armed inva- 
sion by Russia of India, Afghanistan being 
regarded as within the latter's sphere. 

It cannot be said that the alliance appealed 
to the subjects of Edward VII., either tn the 
united kingdom or in the great colonial de- 
pendencies subject to his sway, while it 
aroused particularly vigorous criticism and 
condemnation on the part of. most’ of those 
Britons whose residence in the far east has 


enabled them to realize that a treaty of this 


kind was of a character to impair the pres- 
tige of England throughout the orient, and 
who regarded the union somewhat in the 
light of miscegenation, So pronounced has 
been the unpopularity of the treaty that in 
the hope of averting the possibility of its pro- 
visions ever being called into activity against 
Russia, Sir Edward Grey last year concluded 
an agreement with the czar upon all subjects 
of difference between their two countries, 
especially the problems relating to Asia. . 

One of the principal points made in favor 
of this Anglo-Russian agreement, in parlia- 
ment, on the platform, and in the English 
press was that it would have the effect of 
rendering superfluous the distasteful alli- 
ance with Japan, since there was no longer 
any likelihdod of Japanese assistance ever 
becoming necessaéry to resist a Russian in- 
vasion of India or of Afghanistan. Lord 
Cromer, in a remarkable speech in the house 
of lords in favor of the Anglo-Russian 
treaty, was considered to have laid his hand 
on the crux of the matter when, referring 
to the sudden and tremendous awakening 
of the oriental races as the result of the 
Russo-Japanese conflict, he insisted that the 
day was coming when England and Russia, 
and, in fact, all the white races would find it 
necessary to join hands to sustain the soll- 
darity of their interests and to defend them- 
selves against the aggression of eastern na- 
tions and againgt the native denial of the 
rights acquired by the western world in the 
Asiatic continent. 

Now, however, this Anglo-Russian treaty, 
which was devised by English statesmen for 
the perticular purpose of protecting Af- 
ghanistan from invasion by Russia, and to 
render unnecessary the provisions of Great 
Britain's alliance with Japan, has led to 
an invasion of India, not by Russia but by 
Afghanistan, and, paradoxically enough, the

| convention—namejy: the armed codperation 


between England and Japan, has been 
brought about thereby. In fact, it only fur- 
nishes another instance of the manner in 
which treaties of peace are almost invariably 
productive of war.

Yet it cannot be said that the British gov- 
ernment has been taken altogether un- 
awares in this matter of Afghanistan. No 
living Englishman is more intimately ac- 
quainted with the present ameer and with 
conditions at Cabul than Lord Curzon, who 
alone among the British statesmen of the 
day can boast of having spent a considerable 
time in the Afghan capital. 

At the time when the Anglo-Russian con- 
vention was discussed in parliament the 
former viceroy of India took grave excep- 
tions thereto, in so far as it concerned Af- 
ghanistan, and having ascertained that the 
ameer had not been consulted about the 
matter and that his consent had not been 
given or asked, intimated that the agree- 
ment would give grave offense at Cabul and 
imperil England’s advantages and interests 
in Afghanistan. Lord Curzon pointed out 
that the Anglo-Russian treaty virtually 
abrogated the existing arrangements and 
understanding between England and Afgf- 
ghenistan. Thus, England had been bound 
by solemn obligations to the ameer to defend 
Afghanistan if attacked by Russia—a neces- 
sary pledge, since the entire northern fron- 
tier of Afghanistan is lined from end to end 
with strongly garrisoned, heavily , armed 
Muscovite strongholds. 

Now, in the Anglo-Russian treaty, Eng- 
land indertakes not only not to use Afghan- 
istan for the purpose of armed operations 
against Russia, but also to prevent the Ameer 
from taking any action of a hostile char- 
acter against Russia.

There are no more enthusiastic theatergoers 
than actors, actresees, playwrights, man- 
agers, producers, composers,*and others 
actively interested in the stage and its peo- 


Much as the great ones of the theatrical 
world complain about their hard work, and 
protest against spending so many hours re- 
hearsing and playing In dusty theaters and 
making up in filly ventilated dressing rooms, 
there are few persons of prominénce before 
the footlights who do not enjoy theater- 
going. If an actor gets a half holiday or is 
relieved from playing one night of an en- 
gagement, rarely does he seek the sunshine 
or air of the country, or spend a quiet even- 
ing with family or clos® friends. He prefers 


to wander into a playhouse and be amused 


and instructed by other players. 

There is more of instruction than of amuse- 
ment in seeing performances for actors, 
managers, and playwrights. They always 
are looking for suggestions and ideas. Any- 
thing and everything interests them. They 
study not only charactera, but individuals, 
and on the stage they find both. The musical 
comedy artist often finds material for his 
use in the dryest and gloomiest problem play, 
while the tragedian, his manager, or his 
author will visit the house of mirth and ex- 
tract from the musical comedy ideas for in- 
corporation in a serious drama.
